CARTER'S ANTI-SOVIET EXCESSES THREATEN DETENTE

[Text] The U.S. Administration's attempts to save a bad foreign policy by 
all sorte of muscle-flexing exercises and retaliatory raids cause legitimate 
anxiety in mary countries, including the West. Now even people committed to 
the ideale of "Atlantic solidarity" are coming to realise that Washington's 
excessive reaction to Soviet aid to Afghanistan was part of the U.S. foreign 
policy in which any pretext is good enough to aggravate international tension. 
As regards the situation in Iran, some American political analysts justly 
claim that Carter and his team, like true political tricksters, had seized 

at the hostage crisis as if it were a life-buoy for the presidential elec- 


tion campaign. 


Washington expects other countries to go along at any price and accept as 
something ineviteble the iron curtain which Carter is trying to create in 
the way of political cooperation in settling problems of current interest 
and in the way of a dialogue and humanitarian exchange. 


For Western Europe and Japan this would mean a loss of hundreds of thousands 
of jobs linked with the fulfillment of orders for the European socialist 
countries, a cutoff of oil supplies from the Arab countries and conversion 
into a a launching site for U.S. nuclear missiles trained on the Soviet 
Union and a stronghold for punitive operations to the east of the Suez Canal. 


India has found itself face to face with the growing military potentials of 
Pakistan and China. The policy of furthering “parallel interests" of Wash- 
ington and Peking is obviously directed against the Soviet Union and also 
against South and South East Asia, including Vietnam and other countries in 
Indochina. 


The Pentagon is seeking to build new military bases for its “crusades” in 
South West Asia in the East Mediterranean (Greece and Turkey) and East 
Africa (Somalia and Kenya). A special U.S. naval task force is patrolling 
the Caribbean, keeping an eye on Cuba and Nicaragua. 




















A simple head count would show that at least 30 countries have come under 
crude American pressure since the beginning of this year, some as targets 
of the "Carter doctrine," othera aa direct or potential participants in 


this power play. 


The U.S. Administration also tried to use ite tron curtain to divide the 
international Olympic movement, and the fact that athletes of some countries 
have become innocent victims of Carter's policy conatitutes a direct viola- 
tion of the Olympic principles and aleo the letter and the spirit of the 
Pinal Act signed in Helsinki. 


Level-headed politicians all over the world realise that any further support 
for Washington's anti-Soviet excesses and confrontation with the Arabe and 
the new regime in Iran would be tantamount to the renunciation of the right 
to pursue an independent policy. The crucial dilemma is whether the world 
will continue backsliding to the cold war or be able to maintain detente and 
whether diplomacy as a weans of conducting negotiations will prevail over 
blackmail and political intimidation, the methods that have already proved 
futile and capable of creating dangerous situations. 


In this situation the Warsaw Pact countries calmly state that the doors for 
a dialogue are open. The comprehensive programme for resolving cotplex in- 
ternational problems, which was formulated in their joint Declaration of 

May 15, is an alternative to Carter's "Iron Curtain.” Speaking late in May, 
Leonid Brezhnev emphasised once again that Moecow wants "all disputes between 
states to be settled peacefully, without blackmail or threats." 


Much impetus for the policy of dialogue came from the momentous meeting in 
Warsaw between Leonid Brezhnev and President Giscard d'Estaing of France. 
The mixed Soviet-West German commission on economic, scientific and tech- 
nological cooperation has just ended a fruitful session in Bonn. The Swed- 
ish foreign minister, Ola Ullsten, has just returned from a trip to Moscow. 
The Norwegian foreign minister is to arrive here shortly. A 40-nation con- 
ference of MPs held in Helsinki has made a call to give all possible sup- 
port to all leaders who advocate a further constructive dialogue between 
states and seek to restore confidence and eliminate everything that stands 
in the way of international cooperation. 


All these facts indicate that detente is alive and wll and that it is cap- 
able of surviving crisis situations.

U.S. ANTI-SOVIET CAMPAIGN CONDEMNED

[Text] An armada of U.S. military vessels led by the aircraft carrier 
Constellation sails the waters of the Pacific Ocean. The largest American 
squadron ever located in the Persian Gulf plies the waters at the entrance 

to the Gulf. The Sth Fleet consisting of aircraft carriers and guided missile 
cruisers has been formed in the Indian Ocean. 


Back during the days of the first imperialistic war V. I. Lenin noted that 
“the epoch of relatively 'peaceful' capitalism" has ended and been replaced 
by an epoch of “much more abrupt, spasmodic, catastrophic conflict..." 

Since the time when these lines were written the contradictions of capitalism 
have become, using the Leninist definition, even more catastrophic. 





The future historian will certainly note the series of U.S. actions at the 
juncture of the 1970's and 1980's which were directed against peace and detente. 
Upset by a strengthening of anti-imperialistic forces and the successful struggle 
of peoples for freedom and national independence, by the growing anti-American 
moods, the leading circles of Washington are more and more losing political 
balance. 


“Washington is banking on a ‘cold war,'” thus HUMANITE comments on the dis- 
criminatory measure by the White House in the field of Soviet-American contacts. 
“These measures are locked in a spirit of ‘cold war',” emphasizes HUMANITE. 

The American government is strengthening its pressure on its allies to get 
them to support these steps. Carter is bringing things to an escalation of 
military preparations. 


In actuality overseas they are doing everything to impel the West European 
countries to strengthen military preparations and to increase military budgets. 
Simultaneously the White House would like to destroy the relations which have 
been developed between Western Europe and the USSR from which many useful 
things have come in the past decade. ‘ne arms race is intensifying as if 

our planet did not alreciy possess enough weapons that could destroy it at 
least 15 times over.

One cannot fail to recall Oswald Spengler, the theoretician of the “Decline 
of the West", who computed that military cataclyeams should shake furope 
every 25 years... It would seem that given today's arsenal of weapons these 
and other suicidal theories would be long forgotten. But, this is not the 
case. 


The U.S. is developing new long-range armament programs, expanding the network 
of military bases, and feverishly throwing together the so-called “Rapid Deploy~- 
ment Force" intended as a weapon of Washington's military interference in 

the affairs of independent states. 


Proclaiming a foreign policy “doctrine” which is the reanimation of the old 
bankrupt policy of “cold war," President Carter strives to create the impression 
that he is anxious to preserve peace throughout the entire world. 


Peace? 


Why then the new growth of the Pentagon budget, when American expenditures 
have reached the unheard of level of 170 billion dollars? Most of this money 
is intended for a further build up in U.S. nuclear missile potential, including 
creation of new weapons systems. 


Information has appeared concerning the Pentagon's intentions to use space 
for military purposes. The BOSTON GLOBE writes that in California tests 
were conducted on a laser weapon which is in the future to be placed aboard 
satellites. The newspaper presented an evaluation by Senator M. Wallop which 
states that lasers located in space will destroy targets at a range of several 
thousand miles. Wallop announced that 3 dozen laser platforms placed in a 
low orbit are capable of encompessing the entire globe and could be used to 
knock out any type of heavy missiles. And, if American strategists thought up 
the epithet “clean” for the neutron weapon, then Senator Wallop calls this 
laser weapon “completely merciful." “It is only capable of destroying missiles," 
he explained. “It cannot kill people... or destroy cities," because, supposedly, 
“the laser beam will be disjersed in the atmosphere." At the same time U.S. 
military expenditures will reach 200 billion dollars as early as 1983 and 
208 billion dollars in the future. 


The other NATO participants are being spurred on from overseas, t'iey announce 
that NATO is forced to arm itself because the Soviet Union is strengthening 

its weapons and in particular has created a missile which they refer to as 

the "SS-20." Thus, the NATO plans were hatched and their realization begun 
prior to these missiles coming into the Soviet Army inventory. The question 
arises why this “answer,” why this “Soviet threat?" There is no basis for 

it! This is simply one more example of an attempt on the life of detente, 

that relaxation of world tension whose accomplishment keeps the leaders of 

the military-industrial complex from sleeping peacefully. As comrade L. I. 
Brezhnev underscored “detente responds to the interests of peoples. Responsible, 
realistically-thinking politicians understand its necessity. But opposing it 
are powerful forces directly or indirectly wor)'‘ng in the capitalist countries 
to prepare war: a military clique connected to  .hese monopolies, their supporters 
in the governmental apparatus, and in the mass media." 











And, if in NATO tnere was a discussion about a nuclear missile breach in 

the "defense of Europe" one must remember that the Pentagon maintains in Western 
Europe 8,000 nuclear warheads and 3,000 delivery vehiclos. A Pentagon prop 

in the form of Lance missiles, in which they are preparing to install neutron 
capsules and the Pershing, has been set up in the “European theater of war," 

as Atlantic staffs refer to Europe. A volley of 15 such missiles with a 400- 
kiloton warhead is equivalent to the explosive force of all of the weapons 

used during the second World War. An additional 1,000 nuclear weapons are 
located aboard the ships of the U.S. Atlantic fleet. And this number is growing. 


Operating in the interests of the military-industrial complex, the Carter 
administration is intent on straining the international situation and announces 
a zone of "America's vital interests" located thousands of miles from American 
shores. They justify this with such U.S. "vital interests" as the demand 

for oil. 


Let's dwell for an instant on the moral aspect of this. Anyone can, undoubtedly, 
employ military force--bomb, destroy, ignite petroleum installations and pipelines. 
But is this going to provide 011? No, the problem of uninterrupted oil supplies 
from the Near East and from the Persian Gulf countries is not amenable to 

military solution. Peace in this region, refusal to interfere in the internal 
affairs of its countries, just equal relationships with them are the requisite 
conditions for the true solution of the oil problem. 


We recall the threats of use of force which resounded as early as 1974 
after the oil embargo by the Arab countries in response to Israel's occupation 
of Egyptian territory in the 1973 war. J. Schlesinger, then U.S. Secretary 
of Defense, announced that the oil-producing countries risk infliction of 
a military strike if "they cause harm to the industrialized world." Again 
in 1974 the weekly U.S. NEWS AND WORLD REPORT published a collection of 
materials under the over-all heading “Will the U.S. Capture Middle East 011?" 
ne article enumerated in detail the m ssions of the Pentagon. Schlesinger 
declared the entire Persian sulf as a probable target of armed intervention. 
More than 6 years have passed and again the same goals are being prociaimed. 





Carter's aggressive policy elicits broad censure throughout the world, including 
in the U.S. itself. “The Soviet Union does not threaten anyone," Comrade 

L. I. Brezhnev announced. "Our forces and capabilities are enormous. We 

and our allies are always prepared to defend ourselves and rebuff any hostil« 
attacks. And, no one will successfully provoke us. We oppose the ‘doctrine’ 

of military hysteria and feverish arms race with a doctrine of consistent 
struggle for peace and security on earth." 





A militaristic, chauvanistic psychosis is raging in the U.S.A. An initiator 

of new outbursts of “patriotism hurrah," the White House hopes to gain support 
from the most reactionary circles. At the same time it counts on "neutralizing" 
other candidates from the two bourgeois parties which in this situation are 
barely able to outdo the administration, criticizing Washington's present 

course from rightist positions, because they can't go any farther to the right. 





More and more often voices resound concerning the “dangers of an insufficiently- 
controlled democracy," open appeals to rule “with a strong hand." Several 


similar “theoreticians” affirm that accelerated economic development and the 
scientific-technical revolution supposedly objectively require the high degree 
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of concentration of power in an area that opposes democratic forms of rule. 
K. Hendrich, professor of Sociology in the FRG, does not cule out even the 
possibility for the appearance of a "political tyranny," where he sees a4 
direct link between its nature and the “level of industrialization of the 
society." 


Anti-Soviet organizations, reactionary U.S, political and military leaders, 
and the mass media speak out in a united front. Thus, the fiim "Soviet Power, 
the American Myth. The U.S. is Falling Behind" was shown on television at 

the initiative of the American Conservative Union. Well-known anti-Soviet 
Senator Goldwater and retired Admiral Moorer were commentators in this film. 


Numbers of the so-called Committee on the Present Danger who primarily see 

a “serious danger" if thé SALT IJ Treaty take analogous anti-Soviet positions. 
Committee members, yearning for the days of the “cold war," bank on the arms 
race. As Paul Warnke, former head of the American delegation at the SALT II 
talks, stated, they advocate conducting a "policy of total confrontation" 

in relations with the socialist countries. Joined with their militaristic 
votes as well as are the West German militarists who advocate deployment in 
Western Europe of the neutron bomb and other means of mass destructicus. 


The adoption by the American government of such measures as freezing the 

SALT II theory, refusal to ship certain goods, including grain, to the Soviet 
Union, and breaking off negotiations with our country on a whole series of 
questions involving bilateral relations, and so-on all present the U.S.A. 

as a completely unreliable partner in interstate contacts. Similar conduct 
by the leadership of a large power exerts a dangerous “ ‘tabilizing influence 
on the entire international situation. Attempts by the american leadership 
to cancel the fruits of peaceful cooperation under the conditions of detente 
won by the peoples and the peace-loving states in a long and intense struggle 
with reactionary aggressive forces to throw the world back to the days of 

the “cold war," to return to a policy of “balancing on the brink of war," 

are meeting a decisive rebuff from world public opinion. 


Peoples understand that international detente is a key factor for peace and 
security. The progressive forces of the world must defend humanity against 
the threat of war and direct enormous military expenditures to socioeconomic 
needs, to fruitful international cooperation. Comrade L. I. Brezhnev 
emphasized "The adventuristic ‘doctrines' of the new proponents of the ‘from 
a position of strength policy’ are dangerous not for any particular country 
or group of countries.

TALKS NEEDED TO AVOID NEW WAR

[Text] "Does 1980 remind -» of 1914? Or 1939? In some quarters, parti- 
cularly in Western Lurove, there's a fashionable notion that the world is 
again on the brink of a major war." This is a quotation from the May issue 
of NEWSWEEK magazine. 


The Western mass media have made their contribution to the incitement of a 
pre-war hysteria by acting out hair-raising scenarios of a third world war 
and playing the "Russians Are Coming" game. Ex-President Richard Nixon has 
recently joined in the game by claiming in his new book ‘The Real War" that 
a third world war has already begun. 


It is also fashionable to recall how the world was sliding to the first 
world war after the assassination in Sarajevo. This parallel was recently 
used by U.S. Ambassador to France Arthur Hartman. 


Historical parallels can be misleading and the above-mentioned one .s even 
dangerous, since it has an inbuilt-mechanism of "self-fulfilling prophesy": 
One who believes that the world is heading to a way may, by his actions, 
really push it to a war. 


To begin with, it is wrong to say that "no one wished to fight" in 1914, 
Europe was pregnant with war. The two alliances that confronted each other 
in Europe rivalled for markets and sources of raw materials and sought to 
expand their territories. Germany was particularly obsessed with the idea 
of satisfying her appetites by war. There is documented evidence that the 
sides thoroughly prepared for war. 


At the same time, it was a coincidence of circumstances that could provoke 
awar. Bismark was far-sighted enough to predict that the war would be sparked 
off by "some damned folly in the Balkans." He proved right: on June 28, 1914, 
a group of Serbian nationalists murdered the Austrian Archduke Francis Ferdi- 
nand, an heir to the Austrian throne. Austro-Hungary used the assassination 

















as a pretext fo: invading Serbia, once it was assured of German support. 
It was the German assurance that caused the world quickly to move to a world 
war. 


It is the process of uncontrollable sliding which no political leader could 
stop, no matter how hard they might try, that provokes a parallel with the 
Sarajevo incident. Each side tried to counter what it thought the other side 
might do, lacking the required information about the latter's motives. As a 
result warlike plane began to dictate policies. In her book "The Guns of 
August," Barbara Tuchman, an American authoress, wrote that having been ap- 
palled by the opening abyss, the statesmen who bore the brunt of responsi- 
bility for their countries tried to back out but the military plans merci- 
lessly drove them ahead, 


It is known that tis book was a favourite one of the late U.S. President 
John Kennedy. He often referred to the chain of decisions which had brought 
about World War I as to an aggregate of errors which particularly had to be 
avoided in the age of nuclear weapons. He often quoted the following ex- 
change in remarks in Berlin. The former Chancellor wondered: "How could it 
happen"? and his successor replied: “Ah, if one couid only know"! 


The world has changed after 1914: world socialism has emerged on the scene, 
colonial empires have gones for good, the balance of forces on the interna- 
tional scene has changed, and finally, countries came to possess arms so 
deadiy that they cannot even be used for attaining political goals. 


In this situation, it weuld be suicidal, as Tuchman puts it, to allow mili- 
tary plans to be mercilessly pushed into an abyss. 


Sarajevo reminds us of the danger of the advance by the military machine. 
Then, it was mobilization, which, once started, could no longer be stopped. 
"As long as the military plans are worked out and approved," Chief of the 
German General Staff General von Moltke said in August 1914, "it is impos- 
sible to change them." 


Now it is the long-term plans of military development in the NATO countries 
for the sake of gaining military superiority with complete disregard for the 
political development of the peace-time situation, i.e., an example of 
dangerous self-.dvance"; the plans to deploy new nuclear missiles in West- 
ern Europe; the plans for raising Chinese and Japanese militarism; mili- 
tarisation of the Indian Ocean and the Caribbean, etc. 


While it is not late, the world should switch to reverse. Further delay 

of the Vienna talks on the reduction of arms and armaments in Central Europe 
should be generally regarded inadmissible. There should be a conference on 
military detente and disarmament in Europe. A proposal to this effect has 
been made by the member-states of the Warsaw Pact. 











in the Sarajevo analogy, drawn among others by Weat German Chancellor 
Sehmidt, the latter is particularly worried that “the two sides still 
haven't worked out an acceptable strategy for preventing war...." 


To achieve this, the sides have to talk to each other, engage in a dialogue 
and try to aseure at least 4 minimum of trust. Conductive to all thie is 
another proposal by the member-atates of the Warsaw Pact on holding an early 
summit meeting of the heads of atate from all parte of the world, 


Military measures together with the absence of dialogue threaten to divert 
the world to 4 new Sarajevo. Measures on disarmament, a dialogue and negoti- 
ations will help prevent it.

NEW POLYANOV, BOOK ANALYZES DETENTE, WESTERN EUROPE

With his first sentences the author explains the title of the book: “Time 
writes the book of events. The dangerous and amazing world in which we live, 
each day begins a clean page. Multifaceted, the earth which is continually 
renewing itself, having passed the boundary of time, is underway on 4 new 
historic orbit.” 

















M. Polyanov provides a detailed and clear characterigation of the various 
etrata of the capitalist society. Ne writes about the labor fate of those who 
stand by the exhausting conveyor, and about those to whom these conveyors 
belong, and along with them, about the place under the sun which does not 
shine for all of those in the society of “equal opportunities,” 


The people of labor, their needs and expectations, the stubborn struggie 
against the yoke of monopolies is the theme upon which the author places 
special attention. He writes about them with bitterness and compassion, The 
chapter entitled “Yellow Raincoats"” describes the histor’ of a young teacher 
from Bonn. Suzannah Rhode was born in the governmental yuarter of the Rhenish 
capital. Her house was located near a park where ministers loved to stroll. 
Her father was known for his solid architectural projects and solid life. 

And then Suzannah was marked as a “enemy of the constitution” only because 

she supports leftist views. 


N. Polyanov became a witness to the unique protest of young West . >rmans 
against the “Prohibition against professions.” On the Ober'ander fr in 
Cologne 12 young men and women chained themselves to a granite co. nade 

of the Palace of West German Industry. They announced a hunger strike in 
order to bring attention to the situation of 400,000 FRG young men and women 
whom the “free society” had deprived of the most vital freedom--the freedom 
to work. An army of jobless, rejected by society, who had lost hope and 
belief in tomorrow, in their future--this is a favorable medium for fanning 
archreactionary, pseudorevolutionary, and leftist theories, of chauvinistic 
and nationalistic moods. 





Striving to diminish the movement by a broad mass of workers, the pillars of 
bourgeois society latch onto the well-tested method--the ideology of 

fascism. What is the contemporary neofascism like, who directs and rears 

the heirs of Hitler and Mussolini, what are the goals and methods of action, 
all are described in the chapter “The Ravens and Crows are Flying Away,”

K. Hoffman, Vubbels, and Rader. Misanthropic neonagism whetted by the West's 
military-industrial complex, strives to undermine the good intentions of the 
peoples of Europe who have unanimously approved the Final Act which marks an 
urgent program of peaceful coexistence, disarmament, and cooperation.

In recent years with participation by West German firma and 
companies, an oil refinery was built in the Baltic area, 4 paper and pulp 
combine was set up on the banks of the Yenisey, a petrochemical complex was 
built in Tobol'sk, and many other installations were established in the Soviet 
Union.

They will understand the reasons for these 
phenomena, just ae we today understand the causes of the epidemics of 
pague or the holocaust of the Inquisition in the Middle Ages. But our 
descendants will nevertheless be amazed, just as we are astonished at the 
past. They will ponder the question of how much man had to go through in 
his pre-Communist past, defending himself against the enemies of progress; 
how many millions of lives and how many decades comprising each life were 
expended on clashes with forces which were obviously doomed, already 
dying, but which nevertheless refused to lay down their weapons; and how, 
in spite of everything, 20th-century man, covered with wounds, proud and 
fearless, Surmunte all obstacles and forged ahead. This and we ourselves, 
people of the most difficult, most formidable and greatest of all cen- 
turies, will never be forgotten. Among the ambuscates and obstacles which 
must be overcome at the very threshold of the new history of mankind, 

a especial place is occupied by aa antihumanist conspiracy, a conspiracy of 
anti-Communists. At some time in the future, when all the facts and 
evidence are finally assembled and all the archives are opened, 
philosophers and historians, writers and psychologists will be able to 
investigate this matter in detail. But the dossier is dread being assembled. 


* This article is also the introduction to the author's book under the 
same title, which will soon be published by Gospolitizdat. 
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Anticommuniem firet appeared at the time when communiem was born, and 
wae ite artipode. It maintained close pursuit at the heels of communien, 
following it like a shadow, attempting to impede, halt and crush it, By 
virtue of the dialectical law of history, which dictates an agelong 
etruggle of opposites, the old and the new, it continues attacking com- 
m@uniem in every quarter to this very day, losing one battle after another, 
but refusing to lay down ite arms, Anticommuniem will not die until com- 
muniem reaches ite qoal, winning men's minds throughout the world. As 
long ae there remains even one inch of soil where people have not yet 
become convinced of the ri \tnese of communiem, anticommuniem will con- 
tinue to breathe, jerk convuleively, and rage. 


In addition, possessing a boundless hatred of communism, anticommuniem 
historically moves in ite orbit, ae it were. For thie reason anticon- 
muniem iteelf does not remain etatic and unchanged. The temperature of 
thie antihumanist force, which has the intention of reducing to ashes the 
forward-surging 20th-century man, is continuously rising. The stronger 
20m uniem becomes, the wider the boundaries of its influence become, the 
more sophisticated are the weapons which anticommunisem endeavors to in- 
vent against &, ad in actuality againet the entire planet. 


From verbal propaganda against Marxist ideas it transitions to "cold war" 
against the socialist community, from ordinary repressive police measures 
to fasciem, from a policy of “cordon sanitaire” to hydrogen and neutron 
bombs. In the 1980's anticommuniem is even going so far as to carry 

the struggle against communism into space. Not a single scieuce-fiction 
novelist in the past foresaw or predicted this. H. G. Welle, the greatest 
of the science fiction writers, colorfully depicted a "war between the 
worlds,” a Martian invasion of Earth. But even he could not imagine that 
the desperate forces of the past would attempt, within his own century, 
to carry the clase struggle beyond the earth's atmosphere. What will 
anticommuniem come up with in the future? To what lengths will it go in 
ite feverish rage’ 


Consequently the problem of anticommuniem is extremely broad, twitifaceted 
and complex, embracing all areas of our lives. As already stated, not 
only in the future but at the present time as well one can approach it 
from quite different aspects: from the lofty heights of the philosopher, 
from the position of a historian, from the standpoint of a politician, 
writer, and satirist. Each has something to say on this subject; to state 
how contemporary anticompuniem operates, what it is preparing to do, how 
it rushes madly about searching for new means, what fits and paroxysms 

it experiences, as well as how to meet and repulse its attacks. The 
latter is no less important than the former. It is necessary not only to 
examine and analyze but also to act. There is no time to lose. In an 
era when the enemy is threatening to give a thermonuclear character to 

the class struggle, when the old, in struggle with the new, is willing to 
take the risk of a worldwide conflagration (let us recall a statement made 
by U.S. Senator B. Goldwater, the meaning of which boiled down to the fol- 
lowing: we would rather blow the entire world to hell than let it live 
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under communiem), in such 4 time it is more dangerous than at any time in 
the past to doze on, pointing confidently to the "objective laws of his- 
tory." 


Today everything in the world ie illuminated, ae it were, by reflections 
of the great process of succession of societal systems. No past genera- 
tion witnessed such an acuteness of clase struggle and such highly=dynamic 
human life. In all areas of man's life <= in politics, economics, sci- 
ence, and military affaira — socialiem is advancing with more rapid 
strides than ever experienced by any previous idea and any community of 
people. And for the first time in ite history capitaliom ie beginning 
distictly, almost physically to sense the approach of its historical 
demise. 


Future historians will note that, beginning with the latter half of our 
century, the leaders of the capitalist world began gradually to be se sed 
by a feeling akin to panic fear. We contemporaries can observe this with 
each passing day. It is as if in the capitale of the world which opposes 
us they are constantly sounding the alarm. A moribund social system is 
convulsively clutching for new means somehow to reverse the decision of 
history, which has spoken out for the new social system, at the very 
least to delay the dying of the old world for a certain period of time, 
for a few decades more. Where can such means be found’ 


Economics denies capitalism such means. The productive forces of the 
socialist society, with its system of planning and absence of antagonistic 
class conflicts and crises, are growing so steadily that, even from the 
vantage point of many serious bourgeois observers, the final outcome of 
competition in this area is preordained. Modern military technology also 
fails to leave capitalieom any realistic hopes. No armaments possessed by 
the imperialist powers can really change the historical situation; the 
most being figured on today by the most serious persons in the imperialist 
camp is a parity of military forces. 


Life is moving in the same direction in the large political arena. The 
continents, awakened by socialiem, are shifting to the left. in Western 
Europe, the second most important citadel of world capitaliem, after the 
United States, leftist, progressive forces are continuing to grow 
stronger. The tireless campaign for peace being waged by the socialist 
nations, Communists and democrats throughout the world, as well as na- 
tional-patriotic forces of awakened peoples, are winning over more and 
more supporters, no longer exclusively in the ranks of the worker class 
but also in the middle strata and in the ranke of the intelligentsia. 
The ideological battle is not developing as would be desired by the 
thinkers of the old society. 


We know that all this by no means signifies that capitalism is considering 
surrender. On the contrary, the feeling of an approaching denouement is 
making many leaders of this decrepit system enter a kind of political 
rage. Lurching from side to side in the search for a way out, they are 
pushing all buttons and activating all eprings of the scietal mechasism 
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and mechaniem of violence at the disposal of capitaliem., The convulsions 
of a dying society, which with the present rate of development of military 
technology constitute an unprecedented threat to all mankind, are also 
engendering what ie called militant anticommuniem. The further history 
advances, the greater dangers thie phenomenon presente to the world, Act- 
ing to counter this ie the policy of the world's socialist and democratic 
forces, which te directed toward détente and peaceful coexistence. 


The forms which are assumed by the convulsions of anticommuniem are quite 
diversified. Some bourgeois leaders, having lost their faith in conven- 
tional political, economic and military means of struggle against com- 
muniem, believe that the solution is so-called "psychological warfare." 
They define this term, however, as not eimply conventional propaganda. 
Whet they have in mind is creation of a gigantic, unprecedented 
psychological influence machine which could etun, ae it were hypnotize 
the entire world, and arbitrarily influence the course of events, regard- 
lens of the direction in which general economic, social, political and 
military-strategic factors are operating. This ie aphantasmagoria. Never- 
theless, precisely such a solution was long proposed by certain Western 
experts on anticommuniem and “Sovietologiets," and some continue to urge 
this solution. 


P. Hoffman, former Marshall Plan administrator and later Ford Foundation 
official, proposed increasing to 1 billion dollare annually U.S. Govern- 
ment spending on anti-Soviet and anti-Communist propaganda. D. Sarnoff, 
head of the huge monopoly RCA, went even further. Warning that “time for 
adequate action in the cold war is running out,” he demanded “seizing the 
initiative in psychological warfare," allocating tor this purpose 7% of 
the U.S. military budget. Based on today's figures, this would total 
approximately 10 billion dollars per year -- almost as much as such 4 
country as Great Britain spent in 1978 for all ite military needs. 


If such amounts were allocated it would be possible, in the opinion of U.S. 
“experts,” to mount such a powerful : ridwide anticommunist propaganda cam- 
paign, of such intensity that mankind would be powerless to resist. They 
state that this would be a powerful army of an entirely new type — an 
army which chloroforme men's minds and is victorious the language of 
economics and politics. 


Talk about establishment of such an anti-Communist “army,” which began 
during the “cold war" period, continued in the West for years with in- 
passioned intensity. The United States in fact allocated enormous funds 
for this purpose and established a powerful propaganda machine employing 
thousands of persons and maintaining branches throughout the capitalist 
world. The result became clear two decades later. The U.S. anticommunist 
propaganda machine has influenced and is continuing to influence to some 

the least well-informed and most gullible, backward persons. The 
effort failed to stun .ad hypnotize mankind. 
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But the forces of contemporary anticommuniem go beyond government, mili- 
tary, economic, and propaganda organizations. There exist other organiza~ 
tions, which operate in a highly clandestine manner. 


As a rule they are not mentioned in the bourgeois press, There merely 
appear in the newspapers from time to time random, fragmentary reports on 
various components of an edifice which encompasses the entire capitalist 
world. These organizations focus principal attention not so much on 
propaganda ae on something else: on surveillance and acts of provocation 
mounted against Coumuniste in all countries, an underground campaign 
against them, and in the final analysis preperations for masn slaughter 
of Communists. The members of these secret organizations are of the 
opinion that there is only one effective means of combating communism: 

to burn it from the surface of the earth. They see no other way for their 
society. 


These are professional anticommunists. We shall be discussing them in 
this book. 


Il. 


More than half a century ago American socialist writer Jack London, who 
possessed a fine political instinct, wrote the fantasy novel "The Iron Heel." 
London predicted in this novel the establishment in the United States of 
a secret association of millionaires and billionaires resolved to destroy 
the revolutionary worker movement with the aid of terrorist activity. 
Orchestrating monstrous acts of provocation, murdering socialist leaders 
and progressive intellectuals, and mounting mass slaughter co workers, 
"The Iron Heel" comes into power. The bourgeois democratic system is 
replaced with the unprecedented despotism of a small gang of wealthy in- 
dividuals, who stop at nothing, taking control of the nation's entire 
affairs and strangling free thought. Warning his contemporaries about the 
lengths to which the enraged monopoly bourgeoisie is capable of going, 
London voiced the assumption that "The Iron Heel" could establish its 
hegemony in America and even delay the death of capitalism for several 
centuries. 


A quarter of a century later his predictions seemed to be coming true, 
although not where he had assumed. Even 12 years of rule by the 

fascist “Iron Heel" in the middle of Europe cost 50 million human lives. 
Can one assume that ideas similar to those about which London wrote and 
which Hitler applied in his own way have disappeared in the contemporary 
capitalist world, which is standing at the threshold of its historical 
demise and which is increasingly approaching a state of class agitation? 
How far is it from the "100%" anticommunism of some of today's magnates of 
capital to a new fascism? 


London's novel was a bold literary fantasy. Facts about the activities 
of secret and semi-secret anticommunist organizations existing today in 
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every corner of the capitalist world, financed by the monopolies and in- 
telligence services, indicate that the idea grounded in the concept of 
the "Iron Heel,” the idea of violent annihilation of the revolutionary 
worker movement in bourgeois countries continues to enjoy currency among 
the most rabid imperialists — those who particularly fear détente and 
peaceful coexistence. These circles have long since commenced practical 
examination of such remedies. 


Anticommunists of this ilk approach the matter in a simple manner. As 
already stated, propaganda is of interest to them only secondarily, and 
in any case only in combination with coercion. Anticommunist circles 
usually are aware that the Communists cannot be vanquished in ideological 
struggle. Just as the oligarchs in Jack London's novel, they are of the 
conviction that it essentially makes no sense to engage in ideological 
debate with the Communists. In their opinion the revolutionary worker 
movement can be vanquished only by fire and eword, by means of ruthless 
repression and persecution, and if nothing else works, by means of 

the physical extermination of tens and hundreds of thousands of persons, 
following the fascist model. 


It is obvious that ruling circles in the bourgeois "democratic" nations 
are unable during ordinary times to take upon themselves preparation for 
execution of such a program. Even the promulgation of the usual 
restrictive anticommunist laws is everywhere encountering public 
resistance. Mounting of acts of provocation and preparations for acts 
of terrorism do not fall within the official assignments of government 
agencies of the UMS type (formerly USIA) in the United States, although 
they are specified in NATO and CIA "critical situation" contingency 
plans. Therefore it is here that the area of activity of professional 
anticommunists begins, professionals who in all countries have links 
with the police and intelligence agencies of the bourgeois governments. 


The organizations they establish engage in nothing other than subversive 
activities against Communist parties and progressive movements. They 
have no official dealings with government establishments, and they 

receive their funding from private sources, which remain anonymous. Their 
addresses are often dummy offices or post office boxes. But as a rule 
behind the scenes stand persons occupying prominent positions in the 
bourgeois society, and sometimes even in ruling circles: well-known 
reactionary politicians, big industrialists and bankers, representatives 
of the military establishment, veteran police officials and retired 
bureaucrats, journalists specializing in anti-Soviet propaganda and Com- 
munist-baiting, etc. These persons include representatives of the most 
diversified bourgeois parties, including former fascists and pro- 
fascists, and at times even Social Democrats of the extreme right. In 
some instances it turns out that these same persons are involved in the 
activities of governmental anticommunist agencies, and even occupy fairly 
influential positions. Of course no reports available to the public are 
published on the activities of organizations of professional anticom- 
munists. 
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Their organizations exist under various names in each country, and their 
working methods vary in relation to the specific conditions and circum- 
stances. In all instances, however, one can distinguish the following 
main types of activities of these organizations: 


Spying on and surveillance of Communist activists, progressive 
leaders of the worker movement, as well as supporters of the peace move~ 
ment. 


Drawing up of “blacklists” for the purpose of persecuting Com- 
munists and preparations for taking physical reprisals against them at 
the appropriate time. 


Infiltration of provocateurs into the Communist and worker movement 
and into progressive public organizations. 


Persecution of Communists in trade unions, buying votes in union 
elections, and secret deals with rightist bosses for getting anticommunis: 
candidates into top positions. 


Constant contact with police agencies, mutual exchange of informa- 
tion, and joint preparations for provocative actions. 


Collaboration with neofascist leaders in the establishment of anti- 
communist gangs of pogrom thugs and preparations for right-wing terrorism. 


Surveillance of progressive youth and teachers in the secondary 
schools and universities. 


Surveillance of progressive elements in government and in the 
military. 


Assistance in publication of anticommunist literature and in or- 
ganizing campaigns in the print and electronic media against tne local 
Communist Party and individual progressives and supporters of che peace 
movement. 


Activation of anticommunist forces in various spheres and 
sectors of the bourgeois society: in the business world, among the in- 
telligentsia, in the military, among journalists, churchmen, etc. 


A behind-the-scenes deal with the opponents of détente and ad- 
vocates of aggravating the "cold war," regular mounting of campaigns of 
Slander against the socialist nations, and participation in intelligence 
and sabotage operations against them. 


Direct participation in planning and organizing reactionary con- 
spiracies and coups, carried out under the banner of anticommunisn.

Professional anticommuniste have concentrated and continue to concentrate 
on such matters, At the present time they are operating dozens of organi-~- 
zations in the capitalist world. There is not a single bourgeois country 
and scarcely a single major city in the bourgeois countries where agents 
are not operating, or at the very least, agent network facilities, Es- 
sentially we are dealing here with clandestine operations headquarters 

of the ultrareactionary segment of the monopoly bourgeoisie, set up for 
the purpose of combating communism. This too is a kind of embryonic "Iron 
Heel." The people involved in such activities understand one rather im- 
portant fact — that the problem of communism has become the cardinal 
problem of the present day. 


The time is past when Jack London's predictions could be treated as an 
entertaining literary fantasy. This was proven by the 1930's and 1940's. 
The era of the disintegration and death of capitalism, which has ulready 
engendered fascism and the threat of thermonuclear annihilation of 
hundreds of millions of people, is transforming the boldest literary 
fantasies into daily reality. One cannot look at the class struggle of 
the latter half of the 20th century through the eyes of the beginning of 
this century. 


The facts confirm that the activities of subversive anticommunist organi- 
zations are coordinated on an international scale, Anticommunists in the 
different countries of the capitalist world communicate with one another 
across national boundaries, jointly interweave the threads of their 
intrigues and conspiracies, and jointly construct their plans. Camouf Laged 
"supranational" centers are operating, which unite, watch over and even 
finance such organizations in the various countries. 


The policy of détente in the world arena being pursued in our time by the 
socialist nations not only is not lessening the frenzied activities of 
these centers but on the contrary is prompting them to redouble their 
efforts with the air of poisoning international relations and pushing 
mankind toward World War III. 


The history of these organizations has not yet been written. Many in- 
vestigators have not taken and are not taking adequately into account the 
role of professional anticommunists behind the scenes of contemporary 
politics. Bourgeois literature abounds in publications on all kinds of 
police organizations and intelligence services, but there is a yawning 
gap in this particular area. There is available, however, a considerable 
quantity of documentary material, which enables one to shed some light on 
this subject. 


Ill. 
When did professional anticommunism first come to life? 


Ic would be erroneous to assume that this did not take place until after 
the 1917 socialist revolution in Russia. Numerous facts confirm that 
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Organizations of this kind were established in the capitalist world at a 
considerably earlier date. Their existence dates to the middle of the 
last century, when the revolutionary worker movement was just beginning to 
consolidate and K. Marx and F, Engels had just entered the world political 
arena. Initially, however, activities of this kind were entirely in the 
hands of narrow police circles. 


One can consider as the first of these organizations the group of spies 
and agents provocateurs formed by the Prussian and French police soon 
after the 1846 revolution and establishment in London of the "Union of 
Communists." This group attempted to discredit and disorganize the move- 
ment headed by Marx and Engels. The group was led by prominent Prussian 
police official W. Stieber, under whose direction several agents 
provocateurs were operating in Parise and London. Pierre Carlier, 

prefect of the Paris police, a henchman of Louis Bonaparte and a sworn 
enemy of revolutionaries, was collaborating in France with Stieber. 
Agents of Stieber and Carlier infiltrated the organizations of the 
"Union of Communists," attended ite meetings, monitored the correspondence 
of its members, fabricated phony documents or stole genuine ones. 


One result of their activities was the sensational Cologne trial of Com- 
munists in October-November 1852, at which a group of members of the Union 
were charged with a conspiracy “bearing the character of treason." 
Stieber himself appeared as the principal "witness," the jury was careful- 
ly selected, and the trial ended with the conviction of 7 of the 11 ac- 
cused. The entire operation was mounted directly against Marx himself, 
head of the "Union of Communists." 


But the Cologne trial did not end things. W. Stieber, who was later 
appointed head of the entire Prussian police, became the founder, so to 
speak, of professional anticommunism. This sworn foe of Marx established 
the first school in which agents were taught how to persecute socialists, 
wount surveillance on them, infiltrate their organizations, produce 
forgeries and mounts acts of provocation. Stieber and his confederate 
Wehrmut, police chief in Hanover, who also appeared as a "witness" at the 
Cologne trial, even put together an entire book in two volumes, something 
in the way of a textbook, entitled "Communist Conspiracies in the 19th 
Century," in which the “history” of the worker movement was presented, 
plus a long "blacklist" containing biographic data on persons connected 
with the movement, as a guide for police and antisocialists. In 1885 

F. Engels called this book a lie, full of deliberate forgeries and garbage 
cooked up by “the two foulest police scoundrels of our century." 


But the operations of Stieber, Wehrmut and Carlier were merely touchstones 
undertaken on a limited scale. Only a few police and police agents in 
several countries took part in their operations. There were as yet no 
special organizations entirely concentrating on the struggle against the 
worker movement. It was enough for the bourgeoisie in that period when no 
mass socialist parties, let alone socialist nations, did not yet exist, 
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to swing into action the normal police, judicial and political edifice, 
Nevertheless anticommunism -- at that time it could be called professional 
antisocilaldemocratism -- had already shown its face. It remained on the 
stage from this time forward, Stieber's pupils made their presence known 
in the following decades, when the revolutionary movement in the world 
once again began to grow. 


In 1881, shortly following the assassination of Czar Alexander II by mem- 
bers of the People's Freedom Party, a highly secret organization was 
founded in Saint Petersburg, called the "Holy Retinue," to combat 
revolutionaries, In this instance the conspiracy went so far that it was 
forbidden to inform even the police of the existence of the "Holy Retinue." 
Its members were courtier-aristocrats, grand dukes of the Romanov family, 
elected ministers and generals, who had decided to take these matters into 
their own hands. The organization was directed by a committee headed by 
aide-de-camp to the Czar Count P. Shuvalov. Although the "Retinue's" 
operations were not specifically directed against Marxists but against 
Russian revolutionaries in general, it was of an international character: 
an elaborate network of agents abroad was formed, Highly-placed "Retinue" 
members smashed underground revolutionary print shops, dispatched 

agents provocateurs following the example of Stieber, and published two 
newspapers in Geneva. They even undertook an attempt to hold provoca- 
tional talks with the People's Freedom Party. 3 


The organization disbanded a year and a half later, having achieved 
nothing. It seems that the aristocrats, who possessed an understanding of 
cavalry parades and court balls, were unable t » perform in an efficient 
police manner. Professionals were needed. In fact, in 1883 the affairs 
of the "Holy Retinue" were turned over to the Saint Petersburg Police 
reset mt which proceeded to organize its own permanent agent network 
abroad. 


Some time later another organization was established in Paris, this time 
under the name "League for Salvation of the Russian Fatherland.” It 
recruited, however, not Russians but French and apparently other foreigners 
as well. Hundreds of specially hired vagabonds posted appeals on the 
atreets, appeals to join the League, to combat revolutionaries by all 
means, including acts of terrorism. 


Subsequently it was established that the man behind the organization, who 
had kept to the shadows, was P. Rachkovskiy, head of the police depart- 
ment's foreign agent network established in 1885, and that the funds for 
organization of the league in Paris had been obtained from Gesse, com- 
mandant of the Czar's palace.? During those years Rachkovskiy wielded con- 
siderable influence in France. He was close to a number of leading French 
bourgeois politicians and was friends with Minister of Foreign Affairs 

T. Delcassé and with France's President, E. Loubet, in whose palace he was 
assigned a special room. At the same time he was in constant contact with 
the Stireté Générale, the French political police agency. 
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Rachkovekiy's plan obviously consisted in establishing an international 
fighting == even terrorist — organization against revolutionaries, On 
this occasion as well the initiative came from Czariet Russia, but once 
again from narrow police circles, This time Rachkovekiy's adventure also 
failed: pressured by the public, which was indignant ac the underhanded 
plotting by the Czar's political secret police, the French Government 
hinted to the emissary of the Saint Petersburg Police Department that it 
would be better to disband the "League." Nevertheless Rachkovekiy did 
not cease hie attempts to establish an international antirevolutionary 
organization, 


In May 1895 V. 1. Lenin, who wae in Switzerland at that time, established 
direct contact with G. Plekhanov and his group “Liberation of Labor." 
Geneva was considered the center of the Russian Marxist emigré community. 
Rachkovekiy was quite well informed on this score: his duties included 
directing agents of the Czarist political secret police not only in Paris 
but also in Geneva. The Czarist Government could already feel the ground 
shaking underfoot. As we shall see, the principal efforts of its secret 
police edifice were soon directed against Lenin. 


In the last third of the 19th century Marxiem was on the offensive 
throughout Europe. Socialist parties and organizations were established 
in almost every country.© K, Marx died in 1883, but F. Engels, who was 
closely linked with ea.» of these parties, continued to advocate their 
development along a genuinely revolutionary path. At that time Germany's 
Social Democrats were in the front ranks of the movement, having gone legal 
following abrogation of the “emergency law against the socialists" 
promulgated by Bismarck, and taking progressive positions under the 
leadership of August Bebel and Wilhelm Liebknecht. V. I. Lenin called 
these years the “heroic period” of German Social Democracy.’ 





The antisocialists kept vigilant watch on all such phenomena. But they 
had not yet established a fighting international organization. In the 
1890's there had merely been established among the European governments an 
agreement on cut cagiticn of captured anarchists to the authorities in 
their own country. 


A broad organization of professional antisocialdemocrats in the full mean- 
ing of the term -- although not yet on an international scale -- was final- 
ly established in 1904, in Imperial Germany. Stieber's successors now 

set about to gu to work “for real.” 


In the fall of 1904, soon after the first thunderclaps of the forthcoming 
revolution sounded from inside Russia, while the German Social Democrats 
had received one fourth of the total vote in the Reichstag elections and 
the strike movement in Germany had become sharply intensified, a certain 
“imperial Alliance of Struggle Against Social Democracy" proclaimed its 
existence in Berlin.? Six months later it was determined that it num- 
bered 38,000 members; by 1909 membership exceeded 200,000. This was an 
organization with all the typical features of professional anti-Marxien, 
and with a mass base. 
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lt was headed by Lieutenant General Eduard von Liebert, one of the leaders 
of the influential chauvinistic "Pan-German Alliance” and the imperial- 
istic “German Colonial Society." More than one third of the members of 
the "founders Committee" were prominent industrialiete and their 
representatives, while the remainder were Landowners, bureaucrate, 
generale, rightist leeislatore, and priests. The leadership nucleus con- 
sisted of authorized agente of the steel and coal magnates of the Ruhr, 
the true masters of the Imperial Reich. The organization was also es~ 
tablished to a considerable degree on their financial backing. 


Also numbering among the founders was one of the most influential persone 
around the Kaiser — Friedrich Wilhelm von Lebell, head of the Reiche- 
kanzlei, the "gcay cardinal" under the then Reichskangler, Prince Buelow. 
It later became known that Lebell had served as an intermediary between 
the antisocialiet alliance and Buelow; he was kept informed about every 
step taken by the organization. It ie clear from documents which have 
been brought to light that both Buelow and his successor in the post of 
Reichskanzler, Bethmann-Hollweg, offered the alliance every support. in 
December 1906, for example, Buelow came right out and stated during the 
Reichstag elections that the antisocialist alliance represented the policy 
of his government. Judging from all indications, the Kaiser and his clique 
saw in the activities of this organization a certain compensation for 
abrogation of Biemarck's “law against socialists.” Wor did the close 
link between the professional anti-Marxiete and the Reich's top official- 
dow break following the toppling of the monarchy in Germany. 





Just what were the actual activities of the “Imperial Alliance of Struggle 
Against Social Democracy" during the 14 years of its existence (up to the 
end of 1918)? Systematic and truly ruthless hounding of the worker move- 
ment. Stieber's technique was surpaseed. One sust bear in mind that 
this was taking place during years when German Social Democracy, led by 
Bebel, had not yet plunged in the morase of counterrevolutionary politics; 
its most active members included such personages as Karl Liebknecht, Rosa 
Luxemburg, Clara Zetkin and Franz Mehring. 


The “Alliance” engaged in persecution of socialism on a large scale. For 
example, it disseminated more than 10 million leaflets (an enormous number 
for those times) and published more than 200 pamphlets, including the 
following: “Social Democrat Leaders,” “Red Weapon,” “Social Democratic 
Terrorism,” and “Karl Liebknecht Against His Homeland.” All these pub- 
lications contained villainous, slanderous allegations; the socialists 
were groundlessly accused of high treason. Special public-speaking 
schools were formed. Teachers and principals of secondary and elementary 
echools -- usually extremely reactionary individuals in the Germany of 
that time — were vigorously recruited to serve as instructors. The 
greatest attention was focused on recruiting young people and housewives. 
The organization's documents frankly stated the necessity of “gaining in- 
fluence on the common man and the lower strata," conducting "constant 
and systematic work" among them. The presse division of the “Alliance” 
serviced 1,275 provincial newspapers. An affiliate was aleo established, 
under the name “Union of Patriotic Worker Associations.” 
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But thinge were not limited to recruitment of supporters in the Lower 
atrata of society. The “Reichaverband [Imperial Alliance] for Struggle 
Against Social Democracy" undertook intensive efforts to unite all 
bourgeois parties for active struggle against socialieom, Agencies of 
the "Verband," which functioned as a “supraparty" organization, were 
established in 69 electoral districts. One of the organization's firet 
appeals stated that the goal of the organization was to unite all 
citizens “in cities, towne and villages, regardless of their party and 
religious views, for the struggle against Social Democracy." Another 
document stressed the importance of "struggle against the revolutionary 
aspirations of the Social Democrece" and the necessity of establishing 
“etrong organizations" in the localities toward thie end. 


German socialists dubbed the "Verband" the "Reicheverband of lies." 
Shortly before the outbreak of World War I the “Verband” was brought into 
court on a charge of slander.*° it was obvious, however that it was 

not merely a matter of antisocialist propaganda. One of the organization's 
documents frankly stated that the fight against socialiem should be waged 
by the forces of “a solidly unified organization" operating “in all areas," 
or in other words by all means. Clearly the outcome would be that in 

case of a major election victory by the Social Democratic Party and its 
possible assumption of power, a civil war would be initiated with the 
assistance of the army and immature, propaganda-brainwashed youth, resort- 
ing to ultra-rightist terrorist actions. This was later acknowledged by 
no less than the last Reichskanzler of Wilhelm I1, Prince Max von Baden, 

a comparatively moderate bourgeois politician. In one of his letters to 
the Kaiser he stated frankly that “the Reichsverband for Struggle Against 
Social Democracy" was engaged in "unleashing civil war."11 


A turning point occurred with the outbreak of World War I. As we know, in 
1914 the right wing of the German Social Democrats immediately went over 
to the side of the German imperialists, and after the war helped them 
strangle the revolution. The professional antisocialias in the Reich had 
to readjust in turn. In addition, there is no doubt whatsoever tnat in 
the postwar years their new agent network established direct contact with 
a number of extreme right-wing Social Democratic politicians. During the 
course of the war the enmity on the part of these forces toward leftists 
within the ranks of the old Social Democracy -- future Communists — had 
increased 10-fold. 


It is noteworthy in this regard that from the very beginning of its 
existence, the leaders of the "Reichsverband for Struggle Against Social 
Democracy" had directed special attention not only toward socialists in 
Germany but also toward the revolutionary movement in Russia. For example, 
the organization's bulletin dated 29 December 1905 called upon German 
authorities to maintain "strict surve.llance on Russian revolutionaries in 
the Reich.” General von Liebert, director of the "Verband," wrote at this 
time to Lebell, head of the Kaiser's chancellery: "...We have never before 
experienced such an influx of members and donations as in these last 
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months — November and December. The Russian Revolution may be 4 con- 
tributing factor." 





Professional antisocialiste ir Germany clearly feared that the revolution 
in Russia would influence the worker movement in the Reich. Nine years 
later, in May 1914, Karl Liebknecht, tribune of the leftiete in the Germa 
Social Democratic Party and future leader of German Communists, published 
an exposé of the "Imperial Alliance for Struggle Against Social Democracy" 
in the Berlin newspaper VORWAERTS.12 Five years later the successors of 
the same forces organized the brutal assassination of Karl Liebknecht and 
Rosa Luxemburg. 


Professional antisocialiem extended as far as America. Although a large 
socialist party did not exist in that country, progressive worker orga- 
nizations were already operating by the end of the 19th century, causing 
alarm in powerful capitalist circles. The monopolies which had become es- 
tablished in the United States feared most of all that what had taken 
place in Europe would be repeated in America: development of a mass s8o0- 
cialist movement. 


In 1900, even prior to establishment of the “Reicheverband"” in Germany, 

an office was established without fanfare in Chicago, called the ‘National 
Civil Alliance" (NCA). The organizers were wealthy U.S. businessmen, and 
the task of this organization boiled down to constant and continuous 
surveillance of the worker movement and attempts to destroy it from within. 


The selection of Chicago as this organization's headquarters location was 
of course deliberate. In the latter half of the 19th century this city 
had become the center of the labor movement in the United States. A sec- 
tion of the First International was established in Chicago, and large 
strikes took place there in 1877, 1884, 1885, and 1894. Subsequently the 
fighting organization "Inaustrial Workers of the World," with an openly 
revolutionary program, was established in Chicago. The “National Civil 
Alliance" was conceived as a kind of counterintelligence service of the 


monopolies. 


Up to World War I three persons played a dominant role in this organiza- 
tion: Marcus Hanna, agent of the financial dynasty of the Rockefellers and 
boss of the U.S. Repblicm Party,!3 August Belmont, U.S. representative of 
the house of Rothschild, and Samuel Gompers, head of the "yellow" American 
trade unions. Hanna, and later Belmont, served as presidents of the NCA, 
while Gompers served as vice-president. A certain Ralph Easley, who 
claimed to be a journalist, was made permanent secretary of the NCA by the 
agents of the finance oligarchy. 


The Chicago office henceforth proceeded to engage in a methodical manner 
in spying on workers at enterprises, infiltrating agents and provocateurs 
in the trade unions, drawing up blacklists of “suspicious persons," or- 
ganization of strikebreaking activities, and spreading of slander against 
the leftist leaders of the labor movement. Even prior to World War I 
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activitier of thie kind were conducted at a "high level" in the United 
States. At the same time NCA disseminated propaganda for pure=blooded 
“Americaniem" and against pacifism, adoption of a minimum wage, banning of 
child labor, and against any other measures considered concessions to 

the workers, Antisocialist leaflets were turned out, and a malicious cam- 
paign was conducted against the "Industrial Workers of the World.” During 
those years NCA president Belmont testified in all frankness to the 
Congressional committee to investigate industrial relations that "the 
majority of companies represented by the Alliance object to giving 
workers the right to unite in trade unions and are maintaining surveil- 
lance on them."14 This by no means kept Belmont's a'ly Gompers and his 
"yellow" Ameiican Federation of Labor from supporting the NCA and from 
providing it with agents under the pretext of "cooperation between Labor 
and capital." The NCA office continued its operations following World War 
Il, becoming a nucleus of a new amalgamation of professional anticommunists 
in the United States. 





England was the last cf the major Western countries to become an arena 

of activitity by professional anticommunists. TheLabour Party, which was 
founded in 1900, was of a purely reformist character and up to the end of 
World War I did not play an important political role in that country as 

a counterbalance to the two dominant bourgeois parties. Nevertheless a 
fairly influential Marxist left wing, connected with F. Engels and 
Eleonora Marx, was active in the Social Democratic Federation, which was 
founded in 1884 and was part of the labor movement. In 1907 this organiza- 
tion was redesignated the Social Democratic Perty, in which the influence 
of a revolutionary nucleus began to become stronger. A year later an of- 
fice was established in London, under the designation "Anti-Socialist 
Union." 


The purpose of this organization was "to gather materials" on the labor 
movement and to establish a cadre of specialists in antisocialist 
propaganda. War was declared even on the moderate Labour movement. In 
this case the organization's founders were extreme right-wing conservative 
politicians (so-called “die-hards"), wealthy landowners, and "yellow" 
journalists. Prominent ultrareactionary barrister F. E. Smith, who was 
later to become Lord Birkenhead, Minister of Justice and Minister of In- 
dian Affairs, became the principal mover in London, Persons close to this 
organization included W. Churchill, at that time serving as home 

affairs minister, who had made a name for himself by dispatching troops 

to put down a miners’ strike. R. Blumenfeld, publisher of the DAILY 
EXPRESS, a London newspaper of gutter reputation, was another prominent 
figure involved in this organization. 16 


The Birkenhead office did not play an appreciable role in England prior to 
World War II. Subsequently anticommunism infused this organization with 

a genuinely aggressive spirit. As long as activities were directed 
against the Labourites, things did not go beyond normal propaganda. 

Special pamphlets to assist anti-Labourite speakers sent out to political 
rallies and election-campaign meetings were financed by the 
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"Anti-Socialist Union."4’ In this respect the London office evidently 
was borrowing from the experience of the German "Reicheverband,." 


The office also established contact with the Chicago "National Civil 
Alliance." That same year 1908, when the "Anti-Socialist Union" was 
founded in London, the NCA invited ite chief agitator, (V. Mallok), to 
present a lecture course at American universities, for the purpose of 
paralyzing the influence of socialist students. Published in book form 
under the title "Socialism," these jectures were subsequently widely 
disseminated in the United States.4% Thus professional antisocialistes in 
various countries were already undertaking attempte to unite into some- 
thing in the nature of 4 White International, At the same time they 
were shifting from such crude police provocations as the Stieber and 
Rachkovekiy affaires to more extensive political operations, undertaken 
with the same objective. 


This was nothing, however, compared to what was to come. The activities 
of such organizations up to 1917 can be considered merely a prologue to 
the history of contemporary professional anticommunism. At that time the 
world labor movement had not yet reached sufficient momentum to impel the 
most reactionary elements of the international bourgeoisie to carry out an 
emergency general mobilization of forces. Only when, after the October 
Revolution, prdessional antisocial democratism was transformed into 
professional anticommunism did these forces fully enter the major inter- 
national arena. 


A formidable explosive outburst of unprecedented force within the world 
capitalist system was required in order to bring onto the stage a new, 
this time genuinely international organization of professional anticom- 
munists: an organization of persons for whom anticommunism became not only 
a sole profession but also something in the order of a mania. This was 

an organization, established in 1920 by former officials of the Czarist 
political secret police, which extended its links to right-wing politi- 
cians throughout the capitalist world and which 14 years later was taken 
under the sponsorship of the Nazis. The successors of this organization 
continue to be active in the 1980's. 


IV. 


One must realize that as long as capitalism continues to exist, 
professional anticommunism will not depart from the scene and will not 
emerge from the wings. Détente changes nothing in this regard. On the 
contrary, the more the international situation becomes normalized and the 
stronger the idea of peaceful coexistence becomes, the broader the seg- 
ments of the public it encompasses, the more vigorously active the 
professional anticommunists become in the world arena, and the greater 
their importance within the aggressive imperialist camp. Growth in the 
might of the world socialist system redoubles their fanaticism. 
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At the present time professional anticommuniste in various countries are 
undertaking desperate attempts to thwart international détente and at all 
costes to turn the capitalist world back to the moet acute form of “cold 
war." The moet fanatical of them are prepared at a moment of crisis to push 
things over the brink to World War III. By the 1970's there was observed 
an extraordinary global mobilization of these forces, operating in close 
contact with military-industrial complexes. The activities of the 
professional anticommuniste are presently manifested primarily in three 
areas. 


Their principal organizations in such countries as the United States, 
Great Britain, the FRG, France, Japan, and Italy, direct their 

members and secret sympathizers to wage a continuous, frenzied campaign 
against improving relations with the socialist world, against putting an 
end to the arms race, and in particular against reaching a Soviet-American 
agreement on military détente. As if on command, certain right-wing and 
even "liberal" politicians come out one after the other with panicky 
statements about a "Soviet threat" and in support of priority efforts at 
development of new and even more monstrous mass destruction weapons. 
Almost everywhere all these activities are guided by the same hand. 


Such branches of the current international central headquarters of 
professional Communists as, for example, the "American “Security Council" 
in Chicago, financed by 1,500 U.S. corporations and headed by former FBI 
agent F. Fisher, publish malicious anti-Soviet pamphlets in quantities 
running into millions of copies and distribute each day up to 200,000 
copies of newsletters of the same ilk throughout the country. Authorized 
representatives of these organizations labor tirelessly behind the scenes 
of Congress, the Pentagon, and the State Department. The list of those 
who are now collaborating or who have collaborated in the past with the 
“American Security Council" in such matters includes E. Teller, "father" 
of the U.S. hydrogen bomb, Admiral A. Radford, former head of the U.S. 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, General C. LeMay, and others. 


Like functions are performed by special agencies recently established in 
the United States, such as the Washington "Committee on the Present Danger," 
the New York "National Strategic Information Center" and "Coalition for 
Peace from a Position of Strength." 


Operating against détente with equal vigor are revanchist organizations 
in the FRG, neomilitarist groups in Japan, pro-NATO politicians in France, 
etc. Even in the Near East the regional council of the “World Anticommun- 
ist League” engaged in subversive activities in the 1970's. 


Secondly, professional anticommunism is now obviously beginning to fan 
the flames of neofascism, and in the most diversified countries of the 
capitalist world. This operation is also being condu-ted in a cleudestine 
manner. A maneuver executed at the beginning of the 1930's, wher profes- 
sional anticommunists everywhere shifted to support of Hitler and pro- 
Nazi organizations, is being repeated in a new version. This time 
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fascists are also being encouraged to engage in terroriem, ae well as to 
enter into collusion with influential military circles contemplating 
coups. 


Much of what has recently been observed in thie area, especially in 
Western Europe, proceeds from those same forces. For example, the largest 
contemporary fascist organization, the "Italian Social Movement" (15M), 
which numbers 300,000 members and is constantly planning terrorist actions, 
took part in May 1978 in the Lith 1 conference of that same "World 
Anticommunist League” in Washington,*” obviously re. .iving specific 
instructions. During that conference the head of the ISM, Giorgio 
Almirante, former member of the Mussolini Government, met a number of 
prominent U.S. right-wing senators. 


A rise of neofasciem is aleo noted in other countries in the West, in the 
FRG, for example, where profascist sentiments have recently penetrated 
particularly deep into the ranks of immature youth and, what is no leas 
indicative, into the Bundeswehr. "Alliances in defense of police honor" 
are cropping up in France and Argentina, meting out arbitrary justice 
against activists of leftist organizations. Everything is being done to 
heat up the atmosphere of tension and thus to bring the most reactionary, 
anticommunist circles closer to power. 


But even greater importance is without question being attached today by 
professional anticommunistse to a third "global operation" on their part. 
Wherever they may be operating, they are counting heavily on collusion 
between the capitalist powers and Maoist China. This is becoming prac- 
tically their principal “new" idea. It is being adopted both by ruling 
circles and ultra-rightist circles in various countries. 


It is not merely by chance, for example, that one of the architects of the 
so-called "China card" of “lestern diplomacy, Z. Brzezinski, is a former 
professional anticommunist. In the FRG extreme right-wing leader F. J. 
Strauss stands at the head of supporters of an alliance with China, and 

in Britain -- prominent Tories. Neo-Nazis take identical positions. 

In this instance as well the plan is the same: to achieve maximum increase 
in international tension. 


Thus professional anticommunists are continuing to operate today. They 
are refusing to lay down their arms, regardless of the fact that the world 
around them is moving toward détente and peaceful coexistence, and they 
will refuse to capitulate right up to the bitter end. In the historic 
conflict between the two social systems the role of these forces -- the 
role of candidates for functions described by Jack London in his novel 
"The Iron Heel" -- has been defined once and for all. 


There is no need to ascribe any particular mysterious forces to the 
professional anticommunists; their strength is essentially equal to the 
resources of the right wing of contemporary monopoly capitalism. With its 
assistance and on its instructions, in the first half of this century they 
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did everything possible to bring on World War Il. They would destroy the 
socialist community and do everything possible to open up the door to 
World War Ill. They are presently engaged in stubborn attempts to 

unite right-wing forces throughout the world and to galvanize fascism, 
Theic organizations seek to accommodate to the present situation and to 
find new, more sophisticated methods for their machinations, and to 
strengthen their ties with the bourgeois elite in all countries, 

Maneuver follows maneuver, Nevertheless, they are doomed by history.

There is taking place in the contemporary era an intensive expansion of 
international contacts and cooperation in resolving such global problems, 
common to all mankind, as the campaign for peace, protection of the en- 
vironment, and improvement in utilization of natural resources, which is 
evoking a continuous endeavor by peoples to inform themselves extensively 
on one another. In particular, increasing interest by Soviet citizens 

in life in othe: countries is also a result of this. 


Many popular-scientific geographic and ethnographic books are published in 
the Soviet Union. However, they have only partially satisfied growing 
reader needs. An attempt to fill in this gap has been undertaken in this 
20-volume illustrated set, the first three volumes of which have been 
published to date. This work is organized following a unified plan and 
contains a geographic-ethnographic description of the entire contemporary 
world. 


The first volume, entitled "Zemlya i chelovechestvo. Obshchiy obzor" [The 
Earth and Mankind. A General Survey], acquaints the reader with the most 
general features of the natural characteristics, population, geography of 
the world economy, and culture of peoples. The following 18 volumes con- 
tain a description of all countries, divided into six groups by con- 
tinent and region: four volumes deal with Europe other than the Soviet 
Union, four volumes with Asia other than the Soviet Union, three volumes 
with Africa, three with the Americas, and one with Australia, Oceania, and 
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the Antarctic, Three volumes deal with the Soviet Union. The final 
volume addresses the most important glotal problems. 


Obviously such a complex study would be beyond the capabilities of a emall 
team of authors. The Main Editorial Board was able to form a team of 

more than 250 experts -- geographers and ethnographers, historians and 
economists, journalists and cartographers, representing many scientific 
establishments of the USSR Academy of Sciences and higher educational 
institutions. 


The firet volume deals with the geographic patterns of development of the 
natural environment and the economy, the problr of interaction between 
nature and society, and man's place in our plant's ecosystem, This 
volume also contains a concise description of the Earth's geologic past, 
the forming of topographies, and mankind's paths of socioeconomic developr 
ment. 


The authors note that the idea of unity of man's diversified culture arose 
in antiquity. But the possibility of providing scientific substantiation 
of the laws which engender this unity has existed only since formulation 
by the founders of Marxism of the genuine science of society. Processing 
of vast quantities of ethnographic material and data of other sciences 
dealing with man and society illustrates the correctness of the position 
of historical materialism, in conformity with which progressive develop- 
ment and the primacy of mode of production among other aspects of culture 
constitute the most universal laws which define the historical unity of 
mankind. 


A special secticn of this volume ("Cultural Diversity and Cultural Unity 

of Mankind") is devoted to an examination of the phenomenon of culture in 
its geographic and ethnographic aspects. Bolstered by Marx's concept that 
"...soclety is a complete, essential unity of man and nature,"* the authors 
seek to demonstrate the inseparable link between society, nature and cul- 
ture. The authors particularly emphasize the thesis that material 
production constitutes the basis of the origin and development of culture 


(page 279). 


A number of chapters deal with the features and geography of traditional 
regional cultures and their relationships with contemporary international 
culture. The authors note that formation of a contemporary world and inter- 
ethnic culture took place by means of mutual penetration of the 

elements of traditional, ethnic cultures, and this process is continuing 


(page 317). 


The authors convincingly demonstrate the integral nature of the material 
and spiritual culture created by mankind. This refutes the bourgeois 
*heory of "Europeanization" or "Westernization," according to which

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world interethnic culture arose exclusively on the foundation of the 
culture of the West, 


An important position in this volume is occupied by an ecological 
analysis, which reveals the interrelationships between man and his en- 
vironment and the complex dialectics of thie interaction. Today the 
problem of ecology has become one of the important criteria of the 
viability of society and reflects to a certain extent the degree of con- 
formity between production relations and productive resources, Citing 
concrete examples, the authors show that a deterioration of the quality 
of the environment in the capitalist countries, and particularly in such 
highly-developed countries as the United States, is directly linked to 
their socioeconomic system. At the same time the authors stress the in- 
contestable advantages of the socialist system where, thanks to public 
ownership of the means of production and a planned economic system, natural 
resources are efficiently utilized. 


Many chapters criticize the views of bourgeois scientists and politicians 
who advocate limiting economic development and population growth in con- 

nection with the threat of exhaustio: of natural resources, or who see 

a change in production technology as tue only panacea for all ills. The 

materials in this volume confirm the fact that destruction of the natural 
environment is a result of the existence of an exploiter society and the 

predatory policy of the capitalist monopolies, which leads to degradation 
of the natural environment and exhaustion of natural resources. 


There is current significance in the authors’ statement of the necessity 
of joint efforts by all mankind to solve the problem of improving utiliza- 
tion of natural resources and environmental protection, a solution which 
is hindered by confrontation and hostility between nations. It is 
precisely for this reason that the campaign for peace and international 
cooperation is today an essential precondition of the struggle against 

the threat of a global ecological crisis. 


The next two volumes deal with Asia other than the Soviet Union. In the 
first, introductory volume the idea of the unity and diversity of mankind 
is outlined only in general terms, while in the succeeding volumes it is 
made more specific, utilizing materials on two major regions of non-Soviet 
Asia -- Southwest and Southeast Asia. Each of these volumes contains a 
description of the region and portraits of the individual countries, 
presented in a uniform manner: information on the country, major his- 
torical events, geography, population, economy, and culture. 


It is not mere happenstance that the description of the world's countries 
and peoples begins with non-Soviet Asia. Agriculture, animal husbandry 
and crafts, written language, literature, science, monotheistic religions, 
and the most ancient cities and nations first appeared in this region. 
Non-Soviet Asia is also the world's largest region, presently containing 
more than half of the world's population. 
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A considerable portion of the second volume presents a general survey of 
this region, It presents a description of geographic conditions, the 
population, its ethnocultural peculiarities and common features, forma~- 
tion of a contemporary ethnolinguistic map of non-Soviet Asia, economic- 
cultural population types, religions and beliefs, features of demographic 
structure and economy. The descriptions of individual countries, by 
necessity limited in scope, nevertheless create an integral geographic- 
ethnographic picture of each people. 


Of particular interest is the section entitled "Culture: Traditions and 
the Present Day." The authors show that traditional local and contempora- 
ry international cultures coexist among the peoples of Southwest and South- 
east Asia; their mixing and mutual influence are shown. These observa- 
tions and conclusions by the authore will unquestionably be of interest 
not only to the general reader but also to specialists -- historians, 
sociologists, and specialists in international affairs, who are con- 
stantly encountering, when analyzing contemporary political situations in 
the countries of non-Soviet Asia, a complex interweave of archaic 
traditions and the modern. An example of this is the recent revolution in 
Iran, in which the struggle of the masses for root political and social 
reforms was closely interwoven with the Shiite Muslim movement to 

restore the role of Shiism in the country's political system. 


Each of the reviewed volumes contains a great many photographs, maps, and 
charts, which help the reader visualize the development of man's culture 
and a picture of the life of peoples in different countries. Not all 
photographs were well chosen, however. Evidently they should heve been 
more carefully selected. 


We would recommend that in subsequent volumes the authors discuss more 
extensively the socioeconomic development of individual count ‘es, their 
economic and political fertures. 


This complete ethnographic description of the world, the first Soviet 
work of this type, permeated by the idea of unity of man's culture and 
the common destiny of different peoples, will serve the noble cause of 
strengthening mutual understanding and cooperation among peoples.

SOVIET INVASION OF AFGHANISTAN DEFENDED

Builds a New Life") 


[Text) The Democrat Republic of Afghanistan [DRA] is marking the second 
anniversary of the April revolution. The recently-published Central 
Committee of the Peoples' Democratic Party of Afghanistan (NDPA) theses 

state that the basic goals of this revolution are liquidation of all feudal 
and prefewlal holdovers in social and national relationships, restriction in 
the ownership of large land holdings and allocation of land to land-starved 
peasants and farm hands, improvement in the economy, improvement in the 
standard of living of the population, development of education, and democrati- 
zation of the social and political life of the country. 


Having taken the country's fate in their own hands, the Afghan people from 

the first days of the revolution began to liberate themselvos from the path 

of ancient backwardness and create the foundation of a new society. In the 
very first year of the peoples’ power 300,000 hectares of land were transferred 
to 140,000 peasant families, the debts of millions of landless peasants were 
annulled, 2 universities and 500 schools were opened, liquidation of illiteracy 
began, and equal rights for women were recognized. 


A majority of Afghans greeted the revolution with hope and warm approval. 
They demonstrated their support of the changes taking place not only at many 
thousands of meetings and demonstrations. This support manifested itself also 
in forms which previously had been unknown in this country and which gave 
witness to the real shifts in social consciousness. 


The new democratic structure which struck a blow against the vital interests 
of the previously ruling classes and world imperialism elicited a storm of 
local reaction and was met with enmity in the U.S.A., China, and Pakistan. 
Supplied with American and Chinese arms and trained by instructors from these 
same countries bands of mercenaries unleashed widespread subversive activities 
by the end of 1979. More than 50 bases and approximately 30 camps where 
bandits are trained and armed have been set up in neighboring Pakistan alone. 
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Within the country H. Amin, who had treacherously swept N. M. Taraki from 
power an. then physically dealt with him once and for ail, became 4 weapon of 
reaction. The final months of 1979 became a truly tragic time for Afghanistan. 
Clearing the way for a cCountefrevolutionary coup Amin destroyed thousands of 
NDPA members and military and governmental workers. Striving to discredit the 
revolution in the eyes of the Moslem population of Afghanistan, Amin 

organized the persecution of religious and tribal leaders. Accomplishment of 
agrarian reform was slowed down. 


Serious danger hung over democratic Afghanistan during those days. Protecting 
the conquests of the revolution, the Afghan people and the DRA repeatedly 
requested aid from the USSR, including military assistance, in the struggle 
against aggressors. On the night of 27-28 December patriotic forces grouped 
around Babrak Karmal swept aside the Amin regime. The new party and national 
leadership was fac‘ with the most difficult task of protecting the republic 
against the growing encroachments of its enemies. How could the Soviet Union 
not respond to a request by friendly Afghanistan at the decisive moment in its 
fate? In addition it was a matter involving fulfillment of an international 
Obligation steming from Article 4 of the Soviet-Afghani Treaty of Friendship, 
Hospitality, and Cooperation. The right of vic ims of aggression to request 
aid from other countries, as is known, is envisioned in the UN Charter. 


The Soviet Union fulfilled its treaty obligations in full accordance with the 
norms of international law and with the UN Charter and those who cry about the 


“Soviet threat” from all quarters cannot change this truth. 


Soviet aid to Afghanistan should be looked upon as the prevention of aggression, 
as prevention of events which might strain the internatio..al situation even 
more, which might lead to even more tragic consequences for peace not only in 
this specific geographic region. As pertains to the presence in Afghanistan 

of a limited contingent of Soviet troops, as CPSU Central Committee General 
Secretary and Chairman of the USSR Supreme Soviet Presidium L. I. Brezhnev 
announced, the Soviet ‘inion will remove these military contingents from 
Afghanistan as soon as the reasons which caused their presence there are gone 


and the Afghan government considers that their presence is no longer necessary. 





Only 4 months have passed since the beginning of the second stage of the 
April revolution, which in Afghanistan is linked with the fall of the Amin 
regime, but a great deal has already been done. Speaking about these 
accomplishments, NDPA Central Committee General Secretary, Revolutionary 
Council Chairman, and DRA Prime Minister Babrak Karmal primarily notes the 
growing trust of the population in the revolution. The party has succeeded 
in stabilizing the situation and showing that there will be no return to the 
past. A broad amnesty has been introduced, all basic civil rights are 
realistically being adhered to, and work is under way to create a Patriotic 
Front on a broad foundation. The economic situation of the workers is 
improving. 


The USSR and other socialist countries are providing a great deal of assistance 
to Afghanistan in the development of its national economy. 














The situation in the country would be normalized even more successfully if 
it would not be hindered by the continuing aggressive actions of international 
reaction which is supporting the counterrevolution, 


The friendship of the Soviet and Afghan peoples which, a8 is known, has a 
long history and glorious traditions (the Soviet Republic was the first in 

the world to recognize the independence of Afghanistan on 27 Mar 1919) is a 
foundation for solution of the problems facing the DRA. As is emphasized in 
the NDPA Central Committee theses published at the second anniversary of the 
April fevolution “the freedom of Afghanistan, the appiness and prosperity of 
the Afghan people can be secured only given the o. ditions of a further 
strengthening and development of fraternal friendship and fruitfu’ cooperation 
with the great Soviet Union.”

But the forces were too unequal. Despite the Baku proletariat's selfless 
struggle, Soviet power in Baku fell temporarily at the end of July 1918 
under the onslaught of superior enemy forces.

A memorial to the 26 Baku commissars was put up in the center of Azerbai- 
jan's capital.

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Agizbekov, Alesha Dzhaparidze and Ivan Fioletove-all heroes of the revolu- 
tion and people of unbending will and courage, high moral fiber and crystal 
purity and exceptional stanchness and persistence (stormy applause). 


Hundreds and thousands of new fighters arose to take the place of the fallen 
knights of the revolution. In the atmosphere of the repression and terror 
of the foreign interventionists and their Mussavat accomplices and under 
the difficult conditions of the underground Azerbaijan's Bol'sheviks 
strengthened their ranks, rallied the revolutionary forces and prepared 

the working clase and toiling peasantry for new battles. 


The First Azerbaijan Communist Party (Bol'sheviks) Congress was an important 
landmark in the history of the revolutionary struggle in Azerbaijan. It was 
held clandestinely in Baku on 11-12 February 1920. The congress completed 
the process of unification of Bol'shevist organizations on the basis of 
Lenin's ideological, organizational and tactical principles and formed the 
Azerbaijan Communist Party (Bol'sheviks) as an integral, inalienable part 
of the Lenin Communist Party (applause).

The Provisional Revolutionary Committee was headed by V. I. Lenin's pupil 
and cofighter Nariman Narimanov. At the request of the Provisional Revolu- 
tionary Committee Vladimir Il'ich sent the llth Red Army to the assistance 
of Azerbaijan's insurgent workers and peasants. The magnificent monument 
to the legendary 11th Red Army, which was unveiled in Baku on the even of 
the 60th anniversary of Soviet Azerbaijan, is an eternal symbol of our peo- 
ple's love for and gratitude to the great Russian people, Soviet Russia and 
the Soviet soldiers’ noble exploit (stormy applause). The bronze figures 
of the Russian soldier and the Azerbaijan worker and peasant symbolize the 
eternal friendship and fraternity of the Russian and Azerbaijan peoples 
(stormy applause). 


The government of Soviet Russia warmly welcomed the young Azerbaijan social- 
ist republic. V. I. Lenin's telegram expressed the "firm confidence that 
under the leadership of its Soviet Government the independent Republic of 
Azerbaijan will, in conjunction with the RSFSR, defend its freedom and 
independence against the accursed enemy of the oppressed peoples of the 
East--imperialism." Vladimir Il'ich Lenin's appeal concluded with the 
words: "Long live the alliance of the workers and peasants of Azerbaijan 
and Russia." And this alliance, which withstood the test of revolutionary 
storms and upheavals and the difficulties and deprivations of the first 
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Soviet years and the dreadful time of war and which strengthened in the years 
of revival, has sparkled with new facets on the edges of developed social- 
iam (stormy applause). And no one will ever shake the sacred alliance of 
Azerbaijan and Russia proclaimed by the great Lenin (stormy, prolonged ap- 
plause). 


Comrades! From the very first days of the victory of Soviet power the Azer- 
baijan Communist Party has directed the people's creative forces toward the 
solution of the most complex problem of the socialist revolution--building. 
V. I. Lenin's historic letter of 14 April 1921 to "Comrade Communists of 
Azerbaijan, Georgia, Armenia, Dagestan and the Gorskaya Republic" was the 
action program of the party organization of Azerbaijan and the entire 
Caucasus. Vladimir Il'ich advised the communists of the Caucasus, while 
making creative use of the experience of Soviet Russia and with regard for 
the distinctiveness of their republics, to effect the transition to social- 
ism, initiate work on the development of the production forces, electrifi- 
cation, irrigation and commerce and to display concern to enhance the well- 
being of the workers and peasants.

Having acted as an initiator of the formation of the USSR within the Trans- 
caucasus Soviet Federative Socialist Republic, Azerbaijan, in fraternal 
concord with all the Soviet republics, effected fundamental transformations 
in all spheres of social life, developed national socialist statehood and 
established its sovereignty. The Azerbaijan people see the USSR, which is 
a world-historical example of the fraternity of peoples, as the dependable 
guarantee of progressive advance toward new pinnacles of social development 
and their even more splendid future (stormy applause). 


V. I. Lenin hada profound belief in the creative forces of the people and 
their will and enthusiasm.

The Soviet people's peaceful labor was interrupted by fascist Germany's im- 
pious attack. In the long war, which was the harshest and bloodiest in 
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history, the Soviet people accomplished an exploit unparalleled in the 
history of mankind (stormy applause). They not only defended the conquests 
of October and their freedom and independence but also made the decisive 
contribution to the rout of fascism and the salvation of world civiliza- 
tion therefrom. 


Azerbaijan's sons and daughters fought heroically against the enemy on the 
fronts of the Great Patriotic War shoulder to shoulder with all the peoples 
of the Soviet Union. They held out to the last at the walls of the heroic 
Brest Fortress and in blockaded Leningrad and took part in the battles for 
Moscow and Stalingrad and on the legendary Small Land and the Kursk Bulge 
and in the liberation of the Ukraine, Belorussia, the Baltic, Moldavia and 
the enslaved countries of East Europe. The courage and valor of tens of 
thousands of soldiers from Azerbaijan were commemorated with orders and 
medals of the USSR, and the title of Hero of the Soviet Union was bestowed 
on 122 soldiers and officers (stormy applause).

Bombs did not explode in Baku, but it was a front-line city, and all of 
Azerbaijan became a powerful arsenal of the front. Surmounting tremendous 
difficulties, the Baku oilmen uninterruptedly supplied the army and the 
country's economy with fuel and produced three-fourths of all Soviet oil at 
that time. "On Baku propellant," the splendid Soviet writer Leonid Sobolev 
wrote in admiration, "our tanks tore into Prussia, on Baku gasoline the 
hero-pilots became masters of the skies and on Baku fuel the hvdroplanes 
of the Dneprovsk Flotilla crossed the River Spree for assault landings 

in the quarters of Berlin. Thanks be to the Baku oilmen, who justified the 
heroes' hopes" (stormy, prolonged applause). In those years Azerbaijan 
sent the army in the field arms, ammunition, clothing and provisions in a 
constant stream. 


The socialist social system and the unity of the USSR peoples honorably 
withstood the severe trials of war and demonstrated their invincibility 

and great vitality. "Our victory," L. I. Brezhnev writes in "Malaya zemlya" 
[The Small Land], "i. a high point in the history of mankind. It showed 

the greatness of our socialist motherland and the omnipotence of communist 
ideas and provided astounding models of self-sacrifice and heroism--this is 
really so. But let there be peace because it is very necessary to Soviet 
people and all honest people of the earth.... And if I were to be asked 
today what was the main conclusion I arrived at in experiencing the war 

from the first day to the last, I would answer: there must be no more of 
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it. There must never be war." These moving worda of a commissar and mili- 
tary leader made wise by personal experience of the front reflect the most 
treasured thoughts and feelings of every Soviet individual and people of 
good will worldwide (stormy applause). 


Our party is doing everything to insure that the peaceful skies beneath which 
we have now been living for almost 35 years never be darkened by the threat 
of war and that our children and descendants never know the horrors of war. 
Thirtyfive years of peace--this is an important political result of the 
struggle of the Communist Party, the Soviet state and the fraternal social- 
ist countries for peace and the international security of the peoples. It 

is a result of the wise Leninist peace-loving foreign policy being consist- 
ently aad unswervingly pursued by the CPSU Central Committee, the Soviet 
Government and that inflexibie fighter for peace and the happiness of the 
peoples, Leonid Il'ich Brezhnev (stormy, prolonged applause). 





The people's peaceful labor is protected by the Soviet Armed Forces. They 
are performing their combat tour of duty with honor and dignity. We whole- 
heartedly welcome today the illustrious Soviet servicemen--the soldiers, 
seamen, warrant officers, officers, generals and admirals of the Trans- 
caucasus Military District, the Baku Air Defense District, the Caspian 
Flotilla and the Transcaucasus Border District (stormy applause). We wish 
you, dear friends, big successes in your difficult, noble service. Con- 
tinue to preserve as sacred our great Soviet fatherland! (Stormy applause) 


Comrades! The victory of socialist principles in all spheres of the social 
life of the republic, as throughout the country, is embodied in the gigantic 
growth of the production forces, fundamental changes in the social struc- 
ture, the increase in the culture and education of the people and the firm- 
ly established new way of life. 


Almost 100 sectors of industry are included in the industrial panorama of 
present-day Azerbaijan. In 60 Soviet years industrial output increased by 
a factor of 156. Almost as much thereof was produced in 2 days in 1979 as 
throughout 1920. The republic's power stations are generating eight times 
more energy than throughout prerevolutionary Russia. 


The gross agricultural product has increased sevenfold compared with the 
prerevolutionary level. Almost 66,000 tractors, grain- and cotton-harvest- 
ing combines and motor vehicles are currently operating in the fields of 
the republic, where the wooden khysh was the principal soil-tilling imple- 
ment. 


There has been a strengthening of Azerbaijan's role in the all-union divi- 
sion of labor and its participation in the USSR's foreign economic relations. 
Our republic occupies a leading place in the country in the production of 
petroleum products, oil equipment, steel pipes, nonferrous metals, synthe- 
tic rubber, electric engines, construction materials, household air condi- 
tioners, automobile tires, mineral fertilizers, chinaware and glazed pottery 
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and carpets and carpet prouucts. Some 350 products are exported to 65 coun- 
tries. There has been a fundamental improvement in the location of industry 
on Azerbaijan territory, and the number of cities has tripled. 


Together with social production and scientific-technical progress the 
numerical strength of all detachments of the working class and specialists 
employed in industry is growing and the level of their education and pro- 
fessional skills iw rising. 


In alliance with the working class, big successes have been scored on the 
path of cooperatfivé production by the Azerbaijan peasantry, whose life, 
routine and social and spiritual character have changed beyond recogni- 

tion. The once backward, harshly oppressed Azerbaijan peasantry has not be- 
come a shock detachment of the active builders of communism. The Azerbai- 
jan countryside a field of the assertion of new social relations and a new 
way of life. People of 120 professions and specialties, which were previous- 
ly unknown to the Azerbaijan countryside, are today working on the republic's 
kolkhozes and sovkhozes. 


The revolution gave the working people access to learning and the riches of 
culture. The transition to universal secondary education has been effected 
in Azerbaijan, as throughout the country. One out of every two inhabitants 
of the republic is studying and improving his skills. A people's intelli- 
gentsia has taken shape in the years of Soviet power. More than 83 percent 
of those employed in the national economy have higher, secondary and incom- 
plete secondary education. Some 105,000 young men and women are being in- 
structed imthe republic’. 17 WZ's. Azerbaijan is acquiring ever increasing 
renown as an international specialist-training center. Young people from 
67 countrées are acquiring an education in our academic institutions, From 
the depths of the earth to the heights of space-—-such is the range of the 
studies of the 123 scientific research institutes headed by the Azerbaijan 
Academy of Sciences. Azerbaijan literature and art have enjoyed rapid de- 
velopment. 


The dominance of socialist ideology in the public consciousness, the harmon- 
ious combination of national and international values and the assertion of 
the new, deeply-rooted Soviet way of life are a most important characteristic 
of the spiritual character of the Azerbaijan working people. A culture of 
the Azerbaijan people which is socialist in content and national in form 

and international in spirit and character has taken shape. 


In all spheres of state and economic life and in science and culture an 
important part is played by the Azerbaijan woman. Women currently consti- 
tute 43 percent of those employed in the national economy, they constitute 
a majority of teachers and physicians, and many women workers have been 
elected to the supreme soviets of the Soviet Union and the Azerbaijan SSR. 


The Azerbaijan socialist nation took shape as the result of the transforma- 
mation of the entire system of social relations. On the basis of socialist 
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community of economic life, territory, language and culture the Azerbaijan 
people have achieved a high level of national development. They are joined 
by the peoples of our country by the profound community of historical des- 
tiny, the USSR's unified national economic complex, the same type of social 
structure, the state~-political system, spiritual kinship and communist ideo- 
logy. The progressive process of mastering Russian, whichis a most important 
means of internation communication and international unity, has been exten- 
sively developed in the republic together with Azerbaijan (stormy applause). 
Patriotic and internationalist ideals are harmoniously combined in the Azer- 
baijan people's national self-consciousness. 


The flourishing of the Azerbaijan socialist nation and the assertion of the 
profound, multifaceted interrelations with other nations and nationalities 
of the country which permeate all aspects of our life are a most important 
sociopolitical result of Soviet Azerbaijan's 60-year path (stormy applause). 


"The Azerbaijan SSR," the Azerbaijan Constitution, which was adopted in 
1978, proclaims, "is a socialist state of all the people expressing the 
will and interests of the werkers, peasants, intelligentsia and workiig peo- 
ple of all the republic's nationalities." People representing almost 100 
nations and nationalities forged into a single fraternal family are writing 
together the labor chronicle of their republic, their sunny region, and 
multiplying its glory and wealth (stormy applause). The Nakhichevanskaya 
ASSR and the Nagorno-Karabakhskaya Autonomous Oblast have been comprehen- 
sively developed within the Azerbaijan SSR (applause). 


The internationalist traditions of the Baku proletariat and the republic's 
working people live on and are developing in all our present-day affairs. 
They emerged in the crucible of revolutionary battles and acquired new con- 
tent in the course of building socialism and communism. They became part 
of the gold reserves of the spiritual wealth of the Azerbaijan working peo- 
ple and a main driving force of the republic's prosperity. And on the day 
of the republic's glorious jubilee the Azerbaijan working people declare 
that they will continue to strengthen the international fraternity of the 
Soviet peoples and will always be true to the banner of proletarian inter- 
nationalism! (Stormy, prolonged applause) 


Comrades! The Soviet country has to its credit outstanding accomplishments 
at the stage of developed socialism. Being the highest achievement of con- 
temporary social progress, developed socialism has revealed magnificent new 
prospects of communist building and created faverable conditions for Soviet 
people's comprehensive spiritual growth and an uaswerving rise in their wel- 
fare. The very abundant advantages of the new social system have been re- 
vealed in all their magnitude. 


Under the leadership of the party all the country's nations and nationali- 
ties have rallied together in a new historical community of people--the 
Soviet people. Their appearance is an objective natural law of our so- 
ciety's arrival at the boundaries of developed socialism. The Azerbaijan 
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people are proud of belonging to the Soviet people see this as a most 
important source of their happiness and well-being occ turther iatensive 
social and spiritual progress (stormy applause). 


The main result of the assertion of real socialism on a personal basis is 
Soviet man--a new historical type of personality who took shape in the revolu- 
tionary struggle for freedom, in the everyday life of peaceful social build- 
ing and in the battles for socialism. He combines withinhimself ideological 
conviction and tremendous vital energy, a constant aspiration to the heights 
of learning and culture, a sense of collectivism and comradely mutual assis-~- 
tance and internationalism and ardent patriotism. The best of the inheritance 
and traditions of all the USSR peoples i1., embodied in the common features 

of his spiritual character. 


The historic gains of mature socialism have been legislatively recorded in 
the new USSR Constitution. It reflects in depth the party's leading role, 
the strengthening of socialist statehood, the burgeoning of socialist demo~- 
cracy and the monolithic unity of our society and reveals the prospects of 
its development. All articles of the constitution are imbued with concern 
for man and his welfare and interests. 


Mature socialism has been a powerful accelerator of the development of all 
aspects of the life of Soviet Azerbaijan. The economy and culture of the 
republic have reached unprecedented heights and its sociopolitical life has 
become richer and more multifaceted at this stage. A major event and import- 
ant reference point of the republic's achievements at the stage of developed 
socialism was the celebration of its half-century jubilee, in which Leonid 
Il'ich Brezhnev, general secretary of the CPSU Central Committee, partici- 
pated. Comrade L. I. Brezhnev's speech at the celebrations made a high 
evaluation of the republic's achievements in the 50 Soviet years and deter- 
mined the paths of the further development of Azerbaijan's economy and cul- 
ture. With party-minded adherence to principle Leonid Il'ich pointed to the 
appreciable shortcomings which then existed in the economy, the low rate of 
growth of industrial production and the inadequate use of resources for an 
increase in the yield cf agricultural crops and the productiveness of live- 
stock raising and set the republic party organization and the working people 
the task of overcoming the lag in the economy and insuring its accelerated 
development. Comrade L. I. Brezhnev's directives and advice gave rise to 
great political enthusiasm and inspired the party organization and the work- 
ers, kolkhoz members and intelligentsia to selfless labor. 


Ten years separate us from the republic's half-century jubilee. This is a 
comparatively short time. But these years have an outstanding place in the 
annals of the republic in their constructive sweep. This period has been 
marked by high and stable rates of development of all sectors of the economy 
and the establishment of all its sectors on the lines of developed socialism. 
This period has been marked from year to year by increasing industrial and 
agricultural output, the fulfillment and overfulfillment of the plans and 
socialist pledges, a considerable improvement in quality indicators in 
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all sectors of the economy and an increase in the republic's contribution 
to the accomplishment of all-union tasks. And, what ie particularly import- 
ant, thie period has been marked by the increased political culture of the 
masses and their inexhaustible creativity and initiative, 


Industrial production increased by a factor of 2.2 in the 10 yeare as a whole. 
In 1979 the grose industrial product amounted to R8.7 billion, whereas in 

the previous 50 years up to 1970 it had reached a level of R4 billion. Sum- 
mary industrial production in 1970-1979 was 1.3 times more than in the en- 
tire period from 1945 through 1969. The electrical engineering, electronics, 
radio and other modern sectors of industry emerged and are developing suc- 
cessfully. Consumer goods production increased by a factor of 2.5. Labor 
productivity in industry in thie time increased by a factor of 1.7. 


Fundamental changes have occurred in agriculture. Its gross product in- 
creased by a factor of 2.1 in the 10 years. The increase in output in the 
decade alone amounted to R6.9 billion, which is the equivalent of the entire 
productig¢n volume in the previous 8 years. 


Cotton is the leading industrial crop in Azerbaijan. Its production in- 
creased by a factor of 2.5 compared with 1969. in the period 1970-1979 
the state was sold almost 2 million tons more raw cotton than in the pre- 
vious 10 years (applause). Some 3.4 timee more grapes and 2.2 times more 
vegetables were procured in these years than in the previous 25 years (ap- 
plause). 


In the 10 years R15 billion were investedin Azerbaijan's economy, which 
was R2 billion more than in the previous 20 years. Some 126 new large-scale 
enterprises and production facilities were built and commidsioned and a 

vast program of the modernization and retooling of operating enterprises 
was implemented. 


The well-being of the people is growing and their life is becoming better 
and more attractive from year to year. In the 10 years the republic's work- 
ing people obtained 285,000 new well-appointed apartments with an overall 
area of 14 million square meters, this being the equivalent of the entire 
housing of the city of Baku (applause). Almost every third inhabitant of 
the republic was settled in a new apartment, and every fourth student is 
studying in a school built in the Ninth and 10th five-year plans. The 
average monthly wage of workers and employees increased 33 percent, the 
remuneration of kolkhoz members increased 83 percent, and the payments and 
benefits obtained by the public from the social consumption funds in- 
creased by a factor of 1.8. 


We succeeded in the 1970's in overcoming the lag behind the union-average 
level in the growth of national income, which is, as you know, a general 
indicator of social production efficiency. Altogether the absolute increase 
in national income in the Ninth and 10th five-year plans, with regard for 
the 1980 plan, will be 2.4 times more than in the Seventh and Eighth five- 
year plans. National income per capita has increased by a factor of 1.7 

in the last 10 years (applause). 
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The processes of the drawing together of the city and countryside and the 
erasure of the boundaries between physical labor and brain work are assuming 
an increasingly dynamic character at the stage of mature socialiem, The 
proportion of the working clase in the social atructure of the republic's 
population has increased, the strength of the engineering-technical and eci- 
entific intelligentsia is increasing rapidly and the conditions of the work 
and social life of workers of industry and agriculture are improving. 


The role of science in the life of the republic has increased. Ite growing 
influence on production and the people's culture and way of life is an im 
portant feature of the times. Azerbaijan's ecience has become a powerful 
generator of innovative ideas and the fruitful search for productive solu- 
tions. The Azerbaijan people's artistic culture has been enriched with new 
works distinguished by a high ideological level and content. 





There is a multitude of indications convincingly attesting the republic's 
tremendous successes in all walks of life. But the most important and 
striking, perhaps, are the people themselves, who are creating the material 
and spiritual values, who are the builders of the new social relations and 
who are the pioneers of communiem. Azerbaijan's workere have imbibed the 
best qualitites of the new man. These are diligence multiplied by profound 
knowledge and professional expertise and a rich spiritual world. They are 
high ideological conviction, moral purity and an irreconcilable attitude 
toward shortcomings, antipodes of the socialist way of life and all nega- 
tive phenomena. They are unshakable devotion to the motherland and ardent 
Soviet patriotism and internationalism. In a word, an active position in 
life (stormy applause). 


The 10th Five-Year Plan has been distinguished by the highest indicators of 
socioeconomic progress. The republic fulfilled the five-year plan for rate 
of national income increase in 4 years. In the period 1976-1979 national 
income increased 32.5 percent compared with the targeted 22 percent. 


The five-year plan for total industrial production was fulfilled more than 

9 months ahead of time. R1.5 billion of output will have been produced 
above the quota before the end of 1980, and the rate of growth of indus- 
trail production will amount to 47 percent compared with the 39 percent 
scheduled for the entire five-year plan (applause). The sum total of in- 
dustrial production in 4 years of the 10th Five-Year Plan constituted R32.1 
billion. This is almost as much as in the Seventh and Eighth five-year plans 
taken together (applause). 


Implementing the party's agrarian policy and the decisions of the CPSU Cen- 
tral Committee July (1978) Plenum, the agricultural workers scored big 
successes. They passed the level of gross production planned for 1980 
ahead of schedule--back in 1978. In 4 years of the 10th Five-Year Plan the 
gross agricultural product amounted to almost R8 billion, which is 12 per- 
cent more than for the whole of the Ninth and 50 percent more than the 
Eighth five-year plans. The average annual growth of the gross agricultural 
product amounted to 40 percent compared with the period 1971-1975 against a 
Planned 21 percent for the entire five-year plan. 
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The five-year plane for the sale to the state of grain, vegetables and fruit 
were fulfilled ahead of achedulee-in 4 years. Grain, vegetables and fruit 
will have been procured in the period 1976-1980 in a volume equal to that 
of seven average annual plans, and cotton, grapes, tobacco, tea leaf, pota- 
toes and melon crops will have been procured in a volume equal to that of 
six average annual plans. 


The republic emerged in one of the first places in the country in grape pro- 
curemente. In 4 years our viticulturiste produced more than 3.5 million 
tone of sunberries or as much as in the Bighth and Ninth five-year plans 
together. Our republic's southern sone hae become +m all-union truck gar- 
den. Over 1.3 million tone of very early and early vegetables have been 
shipped to Moscow, Leningrad and other of the country's industrial centers 
Since the start of the five-year plan--far more than planned. The livestock 
raisers, who secured 4 growth in the n umbers and an increase in the produc- 
tiveness of all types of livestock and pultry, also coped with the 4-year 
quotas. The concentration and specialization of agricultural production was 
an important prerequisite of the successes. 





The republic's working people are rightly proud that the last decade was a 
red banner one for Azerbaijan (stormy applause). For the 10th year in 
succession the Azerbaijan SSR has been awarded the CPSU Central Committee, 
USSR Council of Ministers, AUCCTU and Komsomol Central Committee Challenge 
Red Banner for victory in all-union socialist competition (stormy, prolonged 
applause). 


The conferment of the Order of Lenin on the city of Baku was a big and joy- 
ous event in the life of the republic. The high evaluation of the merits of 
Baku and ite citizens and the presentation of the order to our republic's 
capital by Comrade L. |. Brezhnev personally was interpreted by Azerbaijan's 
working people as a great honor and a moving demonstration of the attention 
of the party and government (stormy applause). 


In his speeches in Baku in September 1978 Comrade 1. I. Brezhnev noted the 
great positive changes in the life of the republic that had occurred in the 
time since his previous visit and emphasized that what had been achieved 
was the response in deeds to the decisions of the 25th party congress and 
the CPSU Central Committee December (1977) Plenum. “It is the result of 
the purposeful organizing, political and ideological-education work of the 
Azerbaijan Communist Party Central Committee and the republic party organ- 
ization and the result of the active labor efforts of the entire people of 
Azerbaijan;" Leonid Il'ich said. “It is the result of the amelioration of

On the eve of the 110th anniversary of the birth of Vladimir Il'ich Lenin 
and the 60th anniversary of the Azerbaijan SSR the republic's working people 
reported to the motherland, the party and Comrade L. I. Brezhnev an outetand- 
ing labor victory~-the ahead-of-schedule fulfillment of the lLOth Five-Year 
Plan quotas (stormy applause).

Friendship of the Peoples (stormy applause). The first award--the Order of 
Lenin--has shone on the republic's banner for 45 years--since 15 March 1935, 
on the eve of the 15th anniversary of the victory of Soviet power in Azer- 
baijan. And on 15 March 1980 the achievements of the working people of 
Azerbaijan were illumined by a third Order of Lenin, which crowned in the 
year of the 60th anniversary of Soviet Azerbaijan the shock labor of its 
people in the Oth Five-Year Plan (stormy applause).

the Soviet Union (stormy, prolonged applause). 


Analyzing the factors which predetermined the republic's socioeconomic up- 
surge in the 10 years which have elapsed since its 50-year jubilee, we can 
say with complete justification that they are the result of the consistent 
implementation of the Communist Party's general line and the historic deci- 
sions of the 24th and 25th congresses and CPSU Central Committee plenum. 

Our achievements have been possible thanks to the constant attention to and

Altogether this insured the crea- 
tion of a healthy, businesslike moral-psychological atmosphere in which

UKRAINIAN BUDGET COMMITTEE NOTES CONTINUED ECONOMIC WASTE

[Text] A session of the Planning and Budget Committee of the Supreme Soviet 
of the Ukrainian SSR was held. The question of observing planning and fi- 
nancial discipline and fulfilling recommendations stated in resolutions of 
the standing committees for State Planning of Economic and Social Development 
and for the 1980 State Budget of the Ukrainian SSR on intensifying the strug- 
gle with losses from defects and unproductive expenditures in the Ukrainian 
Ministry of the Timber Industry was examined. Deputy I. P. Lysenko, head of 
the committee's preparatory group, and I. I. Grunyanskiy, minister of the 
timber and wood processing industry of the Ukrainian SSR, gave reports. 


At the session it was noted in reports and speeches by V. K. Metlyayeva, 
chairman of the committee, by the committee members--deputies Yu. P. Babich, 
G. M. Kruglich, I. I. Lukinov, Ye. Z. Teleguzy--and by A. I. Yevteyeva, the 
Ukrainian deputy minister of trade, that together with the realization by 
collectives of associations and enterprises of a system of measures for 
raising the efficiency of production and the quality of work, introducing 
achievements of scientific-technical progress, improving the organization 
of production, rationally using material and raw material resources, there 
exist deficiencies in fulfilling the committees’ recommendations. 


The ministry still does not sufficiently control observance of the level of 
profitableness of production, state control of prices and budgetary control 
and does not fight adequately with losses from defects and unproductive ex- 
penditures. A number of associations and enterprises do not fulfill assign- 
ments on volumes of production and rates of growth for producing goods; they 
do not provide good assortment, insufficiently study the introduction of 
progressive technological process, allow an increase in the cost of pro- 
duction, unproductive expenditures and losses, The necessary attention is 
not devoted everywhere to organizing socialist competition, increasing 
standards of production, and bettering the workers’ living conditions. 
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The decree adopted contains recommendations aimed at eliminating exieting 
defects and further improving economic work in all enterprises of the branch. 


The question of the fulfillment by the tepolkom of the Ternoplo'skiy Oblast 
Council of People's Deputies of the recommendations of the Planning and 
Budget Committee on local soviete of the oblast observing Ukrainian law 
on the budgetary righte of the Ukrainian SSR and local soviete of people's 
deputies was also examined.

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TAJTIKS IN INTERNATIONAL SCIENCE PROGRAMS DISCUSSED

[Text] On the eve of the joyous, fraternal festival of the peoples of the 
world our reporter R. Mardonov asked A. Adhamov, director of the Physical 
Technical Institute imeni S.U. Umarov, academician and deputy of the 
Supreme Soviet of the Tajik 5.5.R., to describe the international ecienti- 
fic connections of the institute and their participation in solving the 
problems of physics. 


"Last year,” said academician A. Adhamov, "the international scientific 
ties of the institute developed fruitfully. Our scientists participated 
successfully in international and European conferences, symposia, and con- 
gresses at which they presented papers on the development of Soviet science. 
Two years ago in Dubnovnik, Yugoslavia, at the Sixth International Confer- 
ence, the problems of thermal propulsion physics were discussed and results 
in this field were reviewed. I participated in the delegation of the USSR 
Academy of Sciences. R. Ma'rufov, deputy director of the institute and 
director of the laboratory for optics and spectroscopy, also took part in 
international conferences held in Poland and Hungary. In his papers he pre- 
sented the results obtained by inatitute researchers in the fields of mle- 
cular spectroscopy and applied chemistry. The methods and techniques used 
by our scientists attracted considerable attention from other participants 
at these conferences. 


In the span of less than 8 years our scientists have presented more than 
30 papers at international forums. 


On the Pamirs a collective of our scientists in cooperation with research- 
ers of the Institute of Nuclear Physics of the Uzbek Academy of Sciences, 
the Georgian Institute of Physics, the Kazakh Institute of High Energy 
Physics, the University of Lodz, and the Krakow Institute of Nuclear Phys- 
ics of the People's Republic of Poland have conducted research on atom 
bonds in space. The results of this research have been discussed in 








Krakow and Dushanbe with the participation of |, Bebjonov, director of the 
inetitute's section of nuclear research, the researchers F, Normurodov, 

N, Skruchinekaya, and J. Hrynkiewicz, deputy director of the Polish Gosplan, 
and the physicists A.A. Tomassewaki, A. Wrotniak, Z. Jablonaki, 2. Buja, 

B. Nigel, and N. Maluesyneka. 


The initial results of scientific cooperation between the Physical Techni- 
cal Inetitute imeni §.U. Umarov and the department for physical research 
of the University of Paria VI in the field of research programe for devel- 
oping the general and applied sciences are promising. In putting this 
program into effect, I on the Soviet side and A, Zarambovitch, Chapelle, 
Matelleau and others on the French side are in the forefront. They re- 
viewed our experiments and research, our proposed intellectual exchange, 
and travel plans. In accordance with the proposal of our French colleagues 
| familiar!.ed myself with the techniques and methods of research of the 
scientists at the department for physical research of the University of 
Paria VI and at the National Center for Scientific Research. 


B.S. Umarov, director of the laboratory for optice and acoustics of our 
inetitute, who is presently a member of the scientific exchange group in 
the U.S., has been in France several times. Apart from the department 
for physical research at the University of Paris VI, he has established 
working relationships with the laboratory for physics of crystallization 
at the University of Rennes and the laboratory for optics and spectroscopy 
at the University of Strasbourg. His colleague, the renowned scientist 
V.1. Lebedev at the laboratory for the study of physice of crystalliza- 
tion at the University of Paris-Sud at Orsay which is known as the Saclay 
Research Center, has developed a program of cooperation between France 
and the USSR. Thus, many scientists at the scientific centers of France 
will come to the Physical Technical Institute imeni S.U. Umarov and 
familiarize themselves with the results of our work. 


The scope of this cooperation broadens year after year. It has a great 


influence not only on the development of science but also on the strengthen- 
ing of friendship between the French and the Soviet peoples.”

—aIn these days preceding the celebration of the 110th anniversary of the 
birthday of V. I. Lenin, when one speaks of our current affairs,of our vital 
problems one wants to emphasize particularly how consistently the party has 
been implementing Lenin's policy on the development of science. V. I. 
Lenin constantly kept up with the development of the cardinal thrusts in the 
activity of the Academy and other scientific institutions. He attributed 
great significance to the participation of distinguished scientists in the 
implementation of the grand plans of the party. A Leninist approech to the 
management of the development of science in our country distinguishes all 
the activity of the CPSU Central Committee. Addressing the ceremonial ses- 
sion, devoted to the 250th anniversary of the USSR Academy of Sciences, the 
Secretary General of the CC CPSU, Chairman of the Presidium of the Supreme

the newest discoveries of sclences concerning nature and societ’ can we 
successfully build socialism and communisa." 


—An important prerequisite for the increase in the role of science in 
Communist construction,--continued M. S. Asimov,--is the ability to concen- 
trate efforts and resources on the most important trends, which respond to 
the most urgent demands of industry and also make possible the successful 
solution to scientific problems.

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Thanks to the continual attention of party and Soviet organs, the multi- 
faceted help of the USSR Academy of Sciences and the academies of our 
allied republics, our academy has become firmly established, and has become 
one of the all-embracing centers of Soviet acience. 


If we consider only the two previous years, during that time noticeable pro- 
gress has been made toward improving the structure of the academy's acien- 
tific institutions. Thus, in the Physice Engineering Inatitute imeni 5, 
Umarov a division of nuclear research was organized, and aleo a group for 
solar radiation engineering which ie to solve serious problema in the use 
of solar energy in the national economy. 


The Inetitute for Earthquake-Resistant Construction and Seismology was 

also supplemented by a major subdivision. This is an experimental -method- 
Ological seismological group, which encompasses all the seismological sta- 
tions and the laboratory for processing seismological data. In the Geological 
Institute a laboratory devoted to precious and artificial stone was opened, 
A laboratory devoted to the chemistry of the inorganic compounds of hydrogen 
was created in the Chemical Institute imeni V. I. Nikitin; a laboratory 

for photographic studies of meteors and automated observation in the 
Astrophysical Institute; a laboratory for genetics, photosynthesis and pro- 
ductivity in the Physiological Institute and biophysics of plants; a labor- 
atory of medicinal plants in the Botanical Institute; anlin the Pamirsk 
Biological Institute a sector for high altitude culture. 


Even the names of the new scientific subdivisions indicate the directions 
in which it is planned to further scientific research. 


The structure of the social scientific institutions has also been modified. 
The sector devoted to proportions and structure of the national economy of 
the Economics Institute has been added to. Sectors for states and laws 

and the history of science and technology have appeared in the Historical 
Institute imeni A. Donish. Sections for terminology and oral culture and 

a section devoted to the Russian language and literature were created in the 
Institute of Language and Literature imeni A. Rudaki. 


The State manifest continual concern about the strengthening of the material 
and technical base of scientific institutions, During the past two years 
alone, 4,700 thousand rubles worth of various apparatus, equipment and 
materials have been received. 


The most important thing is that the work forces devoted to science have 
grown. In the institutions of the Academy there are now 3,740 people working 
including 54 doctors and 530 candidates of sciences. 


A list of the achievements of scientific-research institutes and divisions 
of the Academy would take up many pages. Thus I would like to concentrate 
only on individual scientific trends which deserve the most attention. One 
of these is seismology. 
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The territory of Tadzhikistan is 4 unique natural laboratory for gaining 
knowledge about the physical nature of earthquakes and the search for 

their precursors. Studying the manifestations of these elements, the 
acientiets of the Inatitute for Earthquake-resistant Construction and Seiem- 
Ology obtained important ecientific and practical results. They made 
possible the solution of important problems in the construction of indus- 
trial and civil projects, capable of withstanding the shocks of underground 
quakes. Much was accomplished in the area of earthquake prediction. In 
particular the prediction of the most probable sites for earthquakes along 
the South Tyan'=Shansk seismogenic zone. A methodology for computing the 
possible deformation of rock fill dams when a seismic force operates on them 
was developed. This methodology was and is used in the design and construc- 
tion of the Nurekek and Rogunek GES (Hydroelectric Power Stations). For the 
firet time in the USSR, using Nurek as an example, the influence of filling 
a reservoir on the seismology of the surrounding territory was demonstrated. 


The conditions in ous republic are uniquely favorable for the development 
of astrophysical observations. The main trend in the activity of the 
Astrophysical Institute has become the study of the small bodies of the 
Solar System. Significant results of the study of the nature of comets 

and meteors were obtained. For example, the basic principles in the theory 
of transition from a solid to a gaseous state of the matter in the comet's 
center were developed. Multifaceted information on meteor matter, the 
characteristics of the upper atmosphere and the interrelationship of meteor 
and ionospheric phenomena were obtained. The mass of the shower received 
on the Earth of meteor matter was estimated. Our academy coordinates work 
on the problem of the ‘Study of meteor matter in the Solar System" which is 
being performed in the USSR. 


One can note the fruitfulness of joint efforts of scientists and specialists 
in geology, the result of which has been the discovery of many deposits of 
useful minerals. 


The chemical industry is developing rapidly; in this connection, the Chemical 

Institute is significantly broadening the sphere of its investigations related 
to the chemical study of natural resources, with the development and improve- 

ment of technological processes. 


Our biological scientists consider their first order task to be studies 
directed toward the further development of the leading sector of the repub- 
lic's agriculture--cotton growing. This, first of all, involves the pro- 
tection of the cotton plant from pests and diseases and the creation of new 
varieties. An integrated method for combatting cotton pests is theoretically 
based and has been widely adopted. 


We have also developed genetic and the physiological-biomedical principles 
for increasing the resistance of the cotton plant to infection by the 
insidious disease--wilt. 
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In prospect, along with the investigations being performed, we intend to 
concentrate the efforts of scientists on major ecological (the interrela- 
tionship of living organisms with the environment), themes, experimental 
botany, the introduction of crops and the enrichment of crop resources, 
the conservation of nature, selection of fodder, fruit bearing and 

other cultivated crops. 


If we evaluate what was accomplished in the last two years numerically, then 
we note that 72 suggestions made on the basis of scientific studies were 
implemented in the national economy. This produced a savings of several 
million rubles. At the request of ministries, department and enterprises 
213 Economic agreement projects were performed at a cost of 4,788 thousand 
rubles (planned 3,030 thousand rubles). Ninety-two positive solutions 

and 71 patents for inventions were obtained. 


One of the important forms of participation of the academy in the accelera- 
tion of the rate of scientific and technological progress is the develop- 
ment of complex scientific-research programs. Our scientists maintain close 
contacts with sector, and department scientific-research institutes, with 
the enterprises of Tadzhikistan and other sister republics. 


A large contingent of the scientists of Tadzhikistan emphasized M. S. Asimov 
in conclusion--constantly remembers, that in the solution of the pressing 
problems that face our nation and the Soviet people, the party is counting 
on the active help of scientists. They remember and give this enterprise 
all their creative energy. 
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TURKMEN CONSUMER SERVICES CRITICIZED 
Ashkhabad TURKMENSKAYA ISKRA in Russian 10 Apr 80 p 2

to be Solved") 


[Text] Sociologists are real gossips. They have calculated that each 
housewife spends about 40 hours each month washing clothes. And of course, 
washing needs to be ironed. I know myself that this operation is quite 
tiresome, and it sometimes takes longer than the washing. 


It is now the thing to call these domestic concerns problems of everyday 
life. Entire ministries, institutes and enterprises are working on how to 
liberate women from the burdens of domestic everyday life so that they can 
have more time for bringing up children, leisure and cultural pursuits. 

In many major cities and populated points various domestic services enter- 
prises have been opened and to a certain extent they do facilitate the work 
of housewives. Unfortunately, you cannot say that about everyday services 
in our republic. In terms of the volume of services offered, the Turkmen 
SSR Ministry of Domestic Services for the Public comes last in our country. 


There are many reasons for such a miserable state of affairs. Most of them, 
however, are the result not of any unsolved problems but of internal depart- 
mental barriers that hamper the introduction of what is new and progressive 
in the operation of the domestic services enterprises, and insufficient and 
untimely help for them from the Ministry of Domestic Services for the Public. 


Inhabitants of Ashkhabad, for example, remember how more than 10 years ago 

a unique building appeared on Freedom Prospect--the first workshop of the 
"Akdzha" factory for dry cleaning and dyeing clothes. At last, thought 

many, our everyday services will be able to deal with present-day require- 
ments. But the optimistic expectations were quickly dispersed: cleaning 
quality was low and the laundry soon came to nothing--the machines broke 
down and as for the ironing, forget it. The complaints poured in. Every 

day dozens of letters arrived at the party and soviet organs in the city, 

the newspaper editorial offices, and the Ministry of Domestic Services for 
the Public. The unsatisfactory work of the domestic services workers became, 
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ae they say, the talk of the town at meetings in the miniatry and the party 
gorkom and raykom. Enterprise leaders were changed like gloves and new 
shops were opened, but the situation did not improve. 


Some 18 months ago it seemed as if things might get moving when new special~ 
ists and people who knew and cared for their work arrived at the factory. 

In 1978, for the first time for many years the enterprise fulfilled its plan 
for the second half of the year and the target for the previous year was 
covered, The number of complaints dropped by 25%. It would seem that the 
factory collective and ite leadership had cause for rejoicing. Since they 
knew, however, at what price this overfulfillment had been achieved, Nepes 
Niyazovich Karadzhayev the enterprise director and his assistants chief 
engineer Valeriy Ivanovich Kashirin and chief technician Anatoliy Andreyevich 
Fasolko were very worried. They had inherited an extremely dilapidated 
business with obsolete equipment: in laundry No 2, for example, the boiler 
had been made in 1902. Most of the premises and equipment required major 
repair or replacement. And this had to be done without delay, since with 
each passing year the business was falling into further dacay. 


Unfortunately, however, the good intentions of the factory leadership to 
reconstruct the shops and laundries did not receive the necessary support 
in the ministry. Of course, it helped the enterprise to acquire equipment 
and chemicals, but only within the framework of plan fulfillment for quanti- 
tative indicators. But in order to improve the quality of work and expand 
the range of services a radical reorganization of the enterprise was neces- 
sary. The ministry was in no hurry to solve this question. The operation 
of the laundries, in which according to specialists’ calculations the 
capacity of the laundry equipment was many times greater than that of the 
pressing equipment, gave rise to particularly unfavorable criticism. This 
kind of disproportion leads to a situation where the laundry workers handle 
eight tons of washing in a shift and can press only 120 kilograms of it. 


At first glance the solution is simple: new pressing equipment must be 
acquired. In 1978 the factory put in an order to acquire a SGVK-150 pressing 
machine which presses 150 kilograms of washing per hour. At the ministry 
they looked on this request with distrust: where, they asked, will you 
locate such a machine? N.N. Karadzhayev stubbornly pointed out that it is 
more expedient to have a single productive machine instead of ten small 
rollers, and that it would free some of the workers in the laundry, improve 
quality, and reduce the time taken to fulfill orders. But all the director's 
efforts were in vain. And to this day small rollers and even rollers that 
have been written off are in operation in the laundries. Meanwhile, the 
SGVK-150 has been withdrawn from production because the more advanced KP-703 
pressing equipment with a stacking attachment has been developed. This 
machine dries, presses and stacks 250 kilogram per hour! And the ministry? 


"But that's a flow line,” they say in horror at the ministry's production 
and technical administration. "Where can we put such a thing?" This kind 
of reaction is typical of the attitude of the ministry departments to other 
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requests from the factory. Sometimes this vigilance is justified. But in 
order to clarify the true state of affairs at the factory it is essential 

to investigate everything thoroughly and to try to see the prospects for 
growth. Incidentally, on the subject of growth: the ministry has increased 
the factory's plan for volume of services by 19% this year. We note that 
the all-union norm for growth is 10% to 11%. Where is the logic? 


"The plan was made up from calculations of equipment capacity and consumer 
demand,"' I was told by L.D. Volozhin, chief of the planning division at 
the ministry. 


It became clear, however, that neither preliminary calculations of equipment 
capacity at the factory nor calculations of its coefficient of utilization 
had been made earlier at the ministry, and the data on economic calculations 
made, as it were, off the tops of their heads, are in serious doubt. 


In return, before asking the ministry the question, the factory specialists 
made the necessary analysis, and their conclusion was that given the 
existing base, the collective will not fulfill this plan, not to mention 
improving the quality of the service. 


A situation just as complicated has been created in the carpet cleaning 

and repair shop. Here wonderful equipment whose capacity has been calculated 
as sufficient to service the entire population of the republic, has been 
installed. And the ministry must help the factory to insure that this 
capacity is used. And for this it was necessary to set up a network of 
reception points in the cities and rayons of the republic and organize a 
broad advertising campaign. 


In the meanwhile the factory has to fulfill the plan mainly through the 
operation of the "Akdzha" and "Yuzhanka" dry cleaning shops. But these 
production sections are in a difficult position: the floors have subsided 
in the premises, the walls are caving in, and they do not have the necessary 
equipment and chemicals. To make up for this, there is rather more than 
enough of items not essential to the new leadership's income stacked up 

in warehouses. 


As an example, an antifoaming agent for dressing apparel has been there 
since 1976, even though this kind of service was not offered to the public 
at that time. It is difficult to find out now who ordered it, and when. 
Some 300 kg of the raw material worth 60,000R lay as dead weight in the 
warehouse while the annual demand for it has been determined to be three 
kilograms. Chief technician A.A. Fasolko had to write letters all over the 
country offering the "nonliquid" material. Meanwhile, only one plant in 
the country produces it--two tons a year. Of course, the antifoaming agent 
has now been dispersed. But is that not an example of bad management that 
the ministry should know about? 





The factory is proposing to expand the number of its services for the public 
soon: it is to carry out dressing and bactericidal, mothproofing and 
antistatic treatments for apparel after cleaning. There are also many other 
good ideas, but it will be very difficult to implement them without the help 
and practical intervention of the ministry. 


Not only the ministry but also the city administration for public consumer 
services to which it is directly subordinate shies away from solving these 
urgent problems. The fact of the matter is that it long ago removed itself 
from everything concerning the operation of the factory. It is true that 
through inertia they still send requests there and sometimes ask for some 
question or other to be resolved in the gorispolkom. However, the adminis- 
tration itself solves nothing by relying on the ministry and the factory 
gets no kind of assistance from it. 


So, speaking figuratively, what is still the leading enterprise operates 

by patching up the holes. Up to now that is, because with this kind of 
operating situation it will soon be unable to fulfill the plan. And it is 
not really the factory that is to blame here. Things will go on like this 
until the ministry and the city administration for public consumer services 
undertake a detailed and qualified analysis of the operation of the enter- 
prise, until they give it concrete and timely aid.

And that te why 
the guest from Yerevan listened with such attention to the speeches of the 
rector of the parents’ university, P. Zurbayeva; honored pedagogue of the 
republic, member of the Georgian Writere' Union, I. Ieko; and mother of 13 
children, 8. Gasoyan, all of whom told of the formation of social activism 

in children, good breeding, internationaliem and industriousness. 


Today representatives of the Kurdish nationality do not feel themselves a 
national minority, stressed L. Pashayeva, a candidate of history and senior 
academic coworker of the History Institute of the Georgian Academy of Sciences. 
All paths are open to us in our native country. Strong evidence of this was 
provided by participants of the evening: 8B. Islo, a member of the Georgian 
Writers’ Union; P. Martirosyan, executive secretary of the administration of 
the republic branch of the "Zuaniya" society in Armenia; Sh. Khodo, doctor of 
history from the Institute of Orientology of the Armenian Academy of Sciences; 
T. Rashid, a candidate in chemistry and poet, whose book of verses in the 
Kurdish language was recently published in Yerevan; A. Usup, a translator 
from French and Polish; and many, many others. 


Among the Kurdish delegates from Yerevan was also the playwright Askare Boik, 
whose play "Syndzho Gives His Daughter in Marriage" was presented in the 
Tbilisi Kurdish Theatrical Studio of the House of Culture of the workers of 
state tr°de and consumer cooperatives. 


The links between the two brother republics are multifaceted and strong, and 
representatives of the Kurdish people, equals among equals in the brotherly 
Soviet family, are making their contribution to this development.
